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AIB storm: Conversion of a reasonable man

Back there when it all start¬ 
ed 11 months ago, Ed Lawson 
the senator and national union 
leader was adding to his repu¬ 
tation as a reasonable and re- 
six>nsible man. 

With other labor leaders 
sending up a collective howl 
of rage over the new fetjeral 
waige and price control pivv 
'gram, I^awsoo- said simply 
that it should be given a fair 
‘ trial. 

And many months later 
>\hen the 2.3-million member 
Canadian Labor Congress set 
the plan in motion for a na¬ 
tional day of protest Oct. 14. 
the same man of two hats

tliought it wxnild be a futile 
sort of move. 

But today, Lawson, one of 
the country’s most respected 
labor leaders — despite the 
exclusicm of his 80,000 
Teamsters from the CLC — 
Htands as a symbol of growing 
support for the day of protest. 

He has been hurt by the fed¬ 
eral Anti-Inflation Board and 
dismayed by Finance Min¬ 
ister Donald Macdonald’s 
move Tuesday to loosen the 
restraints for the business 
world. 

I.a\Vson is not alone. Irwii- 
cally, Macdonald may have 


tuined the tide in favor of the 
planned national work stop¬ 
page by announcing help for 
business and a tougher stand 
against the work fort'e' at the 
same time. 

He succeeded in bringing 
new signs of united opposition 
from a labor front that has 
been approaching it*- big -day • 
with much bravado but uncer¬ 
tain steps- 

Until now there has been 
much more than a jKicket of 
resistance to the wv)rk stop¬ 
page. But wx)rds of anger and 
new determination came 
(]uickly when Macdonald said 


controls would be eased for 
companies investing in eligi¬ 
ble new productive opera¬ 
tions. At the same time he 
said wage increases were un¬ 
acceptably high and were in 
for reduced guideline levels in 
the second year of the con¬ 
trols program. 

For Lawson, it was just one 
moi’e incredible warning sig¬ 
nal in a system gone cra 2 y. 

“VMien they first talked of 
the Oct. 14 protest I. que.s- 
tioned the wisdom of that kind 
of demonstration,” Lawson 
told the Colonist in an inter¬ 
view Wednesday. “It seemed 


like a matter of jiouring S8I) 
million/ or $100 million down 
Jhe sewer without doing any¬ 
thing for the cause.” 

But since then, Lawson’s 
union (he is Canadian director 
of the Teamstei*si has suf- . 
fered what he feels were 
more severe wage rollbacks 
than any otlier union in the 
countiy. He abso blinks they 
wdre senseless. 

In tones reflecting astonish¬ 
ment, he tells ot how the Anti- 
Inflation Boai’d granted B.C. 
Teamsters increases of 16.6 
per cent and 10 per cent over 
two years, but ordei*ed a nine

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
president of the British Co¬ 
lumbia Teachers Federation 
w'ants a referendum to decide 
whether the province’s 28,(X)0 
teachers will support the Ca¬ 
nadian Labor Congress (CLC) 
general strike Oct. 14 to 
protest wage and price con¬ 
trols. 

Bill Broadley said 
day he will recommenJ^ the 
referendum at an executive 
meeting of the federation Sat¬ 
urday. But he conceded that 
regardless what Happens, 
some teachers will likely act 
on their ownJOct, 14. 

He said at a new^s confer¬ 
ence that teachers support the 
CTLC in its opposition td wage 
controls but questioned 
whether the day of protest 
would alter federal govern¬ 
ment thinking. 

Bn^adley said latest polls 
indicate the government is al¬ 
ready on a self-destruct 
course and “what we need 
are effective tactics.” 

"I believe there is no 
point in girtng governments 
the chance to prove they can 
stand up to labor,” he said. 

Rejecting the argument that 
wages cause inflation, Broad¬ 
ley said the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Coun¬ 
tries (OPEC) are hi blame. 

“There is ample evidence to 


indicate a more likely cause 
of inflation in Canada, and 
indeed in the markets Canadi¬ 
ans trade in, is an imbalance 
in the supply and demand sit¬ 
uation for the wx)rld energy 
maricet,” he said. 

He said teachers see wage 
controls as another “misguid¬ 
ed attempt to solve thfe eco¬ 
nomic problems of the 
counti^’ by politi<!^al controls.” 

He agreed there is a major 
economic problem facing the 
country' and said teachers are 
prepared to seek and support 
a solution but wage controls 
are not the answer. 


HONG KONG (Reu¬ 
ter) — Chainnaii Mao 
Ts^tiing died in the Chin¬ 
ese capital today,. Radio 
Peking announce. 

The official CJhinese 
news agency Hsinhua said 
the chairman of the Cliin- 
ese Communist pyty died 
about 16 hours before the 
announcement, at 9:10 
p.m. B.C. time Wednes¬ 
day. 

He was 82 and had been 
in failing health for many 
months. 

Hsinhua said Mao’s 
death was due to “the 
worsening of his illness 
and despite all ti'eatment, 
although meticulous medi- 
cail care was given him in 
evei’y way after he fell 
ill.” 

Mao’s death is expected 
to intensify b power strug¬ 
gle within the Clhinese 
hiererchy. 

He never named a ^ 
single figure as his favor¬ 
ite to succeed him, prefer¬ 
ring to .speak in general 
about the qualities the 
next leader must have. 
But he initiated the action 
in the spring of 1976 that 
made Premier Hua Fuo- 
feng his heir apparent.

Officials in Washington said 
U.S. defence experts have 
begun examination of the So¬ 
viet supersonic jet, which 
NATO calls Foxbat, although 
a spokesman for Japan’s 
foreign ministry said ”1 don’t 
believe any American of¬ 
ficials have done so.” 

Ten aviation and electronic 
engineer^ of Japan’s self- 
defence agency took measure¬ 
ments of the plane. 

The U.S. officials said the 
high-altitude interceptor rep¬ 
resents top Soviet technology 
and will supply much infor¬ 
mation about the current 
state of Russian aircraft de¬

A train slammed into a school 
bus early Wednesday, kiHing 
two children and injuring 38 
— five of them critically. 

Witnesses said the bus 
stopped or slowed down be¬ 
fore attempting to cross the 
tracks and the bus driver. 
Rudy Baker, 54, may have 
been blinded by the morning 
sun. 


”A lot of us saw the train 
but it was too late,” said 13- 
yegr-old Wanda Stafford, who 
received minor cuts and 
bruises in the mishap. 

She said Baker was the last 
person off the bus. 

“He was lying over the 
steering wheel,” she said. 
“He kept saying over and 
over, 'I’m sorry. I’m sorr>^ I 
didn’t see it.” 


Baker, a bus driver for four 
years, was being treated for 
shock and other injuries in 
hospital. 

Residents Said there have 
been several fatal accidents 
in recent years at the cross- 
• ing, which has no gates. 

State police said the lodo- 
. motive, its whistle blowing, 
was travelling at 25 mil^s an 
hour when it struck the bus.

‘‘There is a lot of soul 
searching to be done,” she 
said. “It’s true that the 
weather and the Unitdd States 
bicentennial affected the 
tourist trade this year but we 
have to get rid of the negative 
attitude displayed by so 
many.” 

The minister admitted that 
one of the main causes of this 
year’s negative thinking was 
the ijloubling of ferry fares 
and the general impression 
that B.C. wa.s becoming too 
expensive a place to visit. 

“Cost is the price we have 
to pay for the highest wages 
and the highest standard of 


living in Canada,” she said. 
“But I don’t really believe 
those costs affect the tourist 
industry as much as some 
people say. 

"If, for those costs, vve can 
provide a standard of service 
better than anyone else, or at 
least as good as the best, the 
tourlsto will keep coming. Ser¬ 
vice for the dollar is the key.” 

. Mrs. McCarthy said recent 
visits .to Los Angeles and 
San PYaitclcsco had convinced 
her that the tourist doldrums 
were temporary. 

“There has been no decline 
in inquiries from people wish¬ 
ing to visit B.C.” she said.

For example, one U.S ex¬ 
pert said that Western engi¬ 
neers are curious to know' 
what sort of compound the So¬ 
viets use (Ml the leading edge 
(rf ttie ‘wing surfaces which 
take the brunt of the.super¬ 
sonic buffeting and heat. 

Officials said that the Unit¬ 
ed States is also interested in 
how the Soviets manage the 
flow of fuel and air at high al¬ 
titudes and speed. At high 
speeds*, air forms shock 
waves in the jet intake which 
sometimes cause engines to 
“flame out” or to suffer pre¬ 
mature fatigue. 

“A g(xxl analyst can even 
tell how much the Soviets 
know aibopt cwr techniques, 
and what they are able to 
copy,” said one U.S. official. 

Belenko flew his MiG 
through Jdpah’s radar screen 
Monday for a surprise landing 
at a provincial airport in 
northern Japan. 

The plane remained at the 
airport at Hakodate, 500 miles 
north of T(*yo, wheVe a pro¬ 
tective shed was built over it 
Wednesday. 

The Soviets have repeatedly 
demanded an interview with 


Belenko but Japanese officials 
refused because the Soviet 
pilot opposed it. 

Police sources said Belenko 
w'as in a Tokyo police station. 
Technically he is under arrest 
for illegal entry into the 
country and firearms posses¬ 
sion. 

The sources said Belenko 


was cheerful and relaxed as 
he played chess with his 
guards and ate a snack of 
bread washed down with soft 
drinks. 

Policre sources said Belenko 
had told his interrogators that 
he was a member of the Com¬ 
munist party and that he left 
a wife and child behind.

The unidentified woman de- 
ve;loped the strange craving 
at the age of 12 — and by 15 
could not beat the habit, the 
journal said. She now is 32. 

Dr. Peter Graham, of Gv 
huna, in southeastern Austra¬ 
lia, described it as “a most 
unusual case.” 


"MTiile at school, the pa¬ 
tient used to consume small 
quantities of blotting paper 
and sheets of exercise bcioks,” 
Graham said InAhe journal. 

Graham said surgery was 
necessary because she had 
anemia caused by inadequate 
f(xxi intake. Tlie nutritional 
deprivation accompanied 
by constipiation and pelvic in¬ 
fection. 

After the operation,- she had 
1o be given three bl<x)d tran.s- 
fusions and is now completely 
recovered, Graham reported. 


Coroner steps aside 
over charges of bias 
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VANDERHOOF (CP) — 
Coroner Eric Turner told the 
B.C. attorney - general’s de¬ 
partment Wednesday he will 
not act as coroner in the Sept. 
25 inquest into the death of 
Ooreen Tborhas because ot ex¬ 
treme publicity and charges 
ot bias. 

. Turner confirmed in a tele- 
pitone interview that he was 
(xxivicted of a criminal 
charge 11 years ago when a 
car he was driving struck and 
killed a man about eight 
miles west of here. 

Newspaper files showed 
Turner was fined $250 and 
costs June 2, 1965 by Magi.s- 
trate J. H. Kenney when he 
F)leaded guilty to a charge pf 


falling to remain at the scene 
of an- accident. 

The charge was laid May 
27, 1965 by RCMP after Peter 
Shalley was found dead on 
Highway 16 west of here, 
here. 

Turner said that in light of 
the publicity raised by the 
issue and the charges of bias 
levelled by individuals, he will 
step down as coroner. 

“It has been an emotional 
drain and it is unfair to put 
my family through this strain. 
Office has been falling 

behind and my house chores 
are behind. 

“Also, not having had such 
experience before, this partic¬ 
ular inquest would lie betteT 


handled bj' a more experi¬ 
enced coroner,” he said. 

Turner said he doesn’t know 
yet If he will continue a* 
coroner after the Thomas in¬ 
quest. 

The attorney-genepal’s de¬ 
partment said B.C.’s 8uper\is- 
ing coroner, Glen JMcIXaiald, 
will f)reside over the inquest.

He said hia party’s skid in 
popularity began two or three 
months after it announced the 
corrtpulsmy wage and price 
controls last October. 

He attributed this in part to 
his cabinet ministers turning 
their attention to other parlia¬ 
mentary matters, such as the 
government’s law-and-order 
legislation and the problems 
of the bilingualism program. 

There are indications that 
the ministers now will return 
to explaining and defending 
the controls program. The 
government already has an¬ 
nounced a $l.l-nrHllion adver¬ 
tising blitz to emphasize the 
need for continuing restraint. 

While his government was 
‘‘literally stomping on peo¬ 
ple’s expectations” now, Tru¬ 
deau spoke about his con¬ 
fidence that “the next decade 
would be a very good land 
progressive one.” 

Canada’s manpower. Its re¬ 
sources, its bright citizens left 
the future with great poten¬ 
tial. 

He conceded that a public 
relations program isn’t 
enough to lure the country 
back to the Liberals. 

Other measures to be taken 
by the government included a 
new legislative package to be 
introduced next month along 
with changes in the cabinet.

But he added It 
w^d be difficult to mention 
the project in the throne 
speech 4f he didn’t get an an¬ 
swer from the premiers be¬ 
fore October. 

Trudeau also said he would 
be perturbed if ’Tuesday 
night's crowd at the Canada- 
Sweden game in the Canada 
Cup hoc^y series had booed 
just b«ause the public 
address announcer spoke 
French. 

He said he wasn’t aware of 
the incident but could undei^ 
stand it if the French-lan¬ 
guage announcement hadn’t 
been favorable to the Canadi¬ 
an team. 

There were still Canadians 
who believed that the govern¬ 
ment’s bilingualism policy 
meant the government was 
forcing Canadians to speak 
French or that the iHiblic ser¬ 
vice was to be SO per cent bi¬ 
lingual.

di.shonesty and warns that 
unions are going to shy away 
from binding arbitration in 
the future. 

His own changing view' will 
no doubt make an impression 
when the national policy com¬ 
mittee of the Canadian Con¬ 
ference of Teamsters wei^h.s 
the question of supporting the 
GLC day of protest.

However, the minister 
should not have moved as he 
did because “there was an 
even more valid case of the 
unions” and Maxxkmaid turn¬ 
ed a deaf ear, Lawscgi said. 

"The lamdng of what he 
has done couldn’t have been 
worse. It will certainly not 
lessen the possibility of con¬ 
frontation.” 

'The attack comes from a 
man who has often been re¬ 
ferred to as a Liberal, but 
whp strongly refutes thta 
label. 

“I sit as an independent 
(member of the Senate). I 
always have been an inde- 
l>endent and I always witi 
be. ; support the govem- 
mewt If *1 think it is right. If 
not, I don’t support it.” 

The Canadian Labor 
(Congress and its smaller pro¬ 
vincial bodies will never be 
mistaken for Liberals. 

As a matter of fact, the 
B.C Federation of Labor 
made it clear Wednesday its 
Oct. 14 goal is no bigger ^an 
its drive to unseat Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau and hia liberal 
administration.' 

Ih a bitter attack on the fi¬ 
nance minister’s latest move, 
federation president George 
Johnston said the Oct. 14 
protest would be bolstered, 
but added: 

“'There will W an even 
greater demonstration af the 
next federal election when the 
curtain will finally ring down 
on the Trudeau Liberal 
farce.” 

He accused Macdonald of 
playing “the fairy godfather 
to the giant corporatioas ” 
while being oblivious to the 
needs of Onadlan workers.

l>ear Dr, Thosteson: I ain 
70 years old. For the last five 
years-I have had a leg condi¬ 
tion my doctor says js 
caused by narrowing of the 
arteries. He^says this is not 
the same as hardening of 
the arteries. 

After walking a short dis¬ 
tance my legs pain severely. 
My doctor has given me papa¬ 
verine. Another doctor says 
the drug is not helpful. What 
do you think? — A.B. 

There qre two kinds of har¬ 
dening of the arteries. One Is 
a thickening of the middle 
layers of the artery walls. 
This would not produce dra-

matic sym{ttoms because 
there is usually ample room 
left for the blood to flow. 

’The other type, which you 
apparently have, is the forma¬ 
tion of a substance (plaque) 
on the inner wall of the arte¬ 


ries. These narrowings are 
more immediately serichis be¬ 
cause they can cause an ob¬ 
struction and a sharp loss 
of circulation. Cramping and 
pain can result. Because you 
feel the effects during exer¬ 
cise (as in your w'alks) you 
probably have what is called 
"intermiltent claudication,” 
a fancy term that means the 
blood circulation is not good 
enough to take care of extra 
demands. 

'The drug you mention is to 
relax the blood vessels. ’There 
is some controversy about its 
effectiveness. The proof is in 
ttie results. If it helps, fine. If 
not, there are other 
drugs that can be tried.

The CLC’s main resfKinse 
has been that the government 
has given up entirely In Its at¬ 
tempt to control prices. 

Larry Ryan, secretary of 
the 18,900-member Victoria 
Labor Council, said the price 
and wage control program 
had “lost w-hatever little cred¬ 
ibility it had” with‘ Mac¬ 
donald’s announcement. • 

He added that it had been 
stacked right from the begin¬ 
ning in favor of the business, 
world. 

'"The mining industry, for 
exajhple, has reaped huge 
profits fronv which the public 
derived little benefit in terms 
Of low'er pricA, nor the em¬ 
ployees of the industry in 
terms of wage equity.” 

Ryan said the argument 
that changes were needed to 
halt the flow' of investment 
funds out of Canada a poor 
excuse. Canada, like other 
countries, could enact legisla¬ 
tion to safeguard against this, 
he said. 

“'Hie United States, for ex¬ 
ample, passed a law a while, 
back placing restraints on the 
outflow of investment capital.

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Inflation still a threat 


C OMMONSENSE is likely 16 concede the truth of 
the premise that private enterprise must be al* 
htwed a reasonable margin of profit before it will risk 
capital in new or expanding plant — and payroll. 

It is a self-evident truth of the system. 

Finance Minister Donald Macdonald's adjust¬ 
ments of the formula for price controls, announced 
Tuesday, are clearly a reflection of his acceptance of' 
this theory. 

When Mr. Macdonald s revised formula becomes 
operative in a year s time it will permit 50 per cent of 
prolit channelled into expansion investment to be 
deducted from taxable revenues. 

It will also permit profits of up to 93.5 per cent of 
previous records, through an investment credit 
system, compared with the current 85 per cent. 

It remains to be seen whether these are sufficient 
inducements to keep capital moving, and moving at 
home There has been a reported tendency to look 
"elsewhere ~ particularly to the United States — for 
profitable opportunity. It is a matter of confidence, or 
lack of it. 

Unhappily, only a lew companies are in a position 
to take adv^tage of the investment tax credit or to 
bring their allowable profit margjhs to 93.5 per cent. Ac¬ 
cording to the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association 
many already have excess productibn capacity. This 
would apply to such key industry as B.C.’s forest com¬ 
plex. . 

New Democratic leader Ed Broadbent argues that 


the government by easing controls on prices and 
profits is showing a primary concern with holding 
down wages. And Sinclair Stevens, Conservative 
finance critic, seems to agree, holding the govern¬ 
ment s program up to now has controlled pay but not 
prices. 

Shirley Carr, executive vice-president of the Cana¬ 
dian Labor Congress, argues the government has 
responded to industry’s reluctance to invest, which she 
considers a strike by capital, with a control program 
"even more generous to business.” 

Hut Mr. Macdonald has also responded to the fact 
that in the first half of this year profits before taxes, 
although 5.5 per cent above the corresponding period 
of 1975. were lower than in the second half of last 
year. In this period labor income rose by 16.4 per cent. 
Currently, Mr. Macdonald says, the Anti-Inflation 
Board is holding wage increases to an average of 12.11 
per cent. ^ 

When the Commons reconvenes, the government 
will disclose its long-range program for economic con¬ 
trol. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Macdonald warns, if there is any 
relaxation of ‘‘co-operative effort” to win the battle 
against inflation there would be risk of another ac¬ 
celeration of the cost of living. 

Mr. Macdonald is trying hard. But it is unlikely 
that his latest pronouncement of policy will alter the 
popularity standings as disclosed by the Gallup Poll: 
Liberals 29, Conservatives 47 per cent. Ndr is it a giant 
stride towards the cure of a still threatening inflation. 


The 'marginal workers' 


E arly in august a report on an unemployement 
insurance study was released confirming that 
most Canadians receiving benefits are not in real 
need The report, prepared by Christopher Green, a 
professor of economics at McGill University and J6an- 
Michel Cousineau, a member of the Economic Council 
of Canada staff, said the present composition of the un¬ 
employed was not in conformity with the traditional 
picture of unemployment. In 1974 only 33 per cent of 
the insurance beneficiaries were heads of families, or 
th^ main providers of households. Single sons and 
daughters made up 38 per cent of the total, other 
relatives 17 per cent, and the remaining 12 per cent 
were not members of family units. 

The report illuminated in a new way the anomaly 
of increasing unemployment coinciding with increas¬ 
ing employment, although this was not its purpose. 
The point has been made that in the United States 
presidential election. President Ford if he wished 
could note that more Americans were employed than 
ever before, and Jimmy Carter could answer than 7.8 
per cent of the work force had no jobs and the un¬ 
employment rate had risen . for two consecutive 
months — and both would be right. 

A similar situation exists in Canada. In July, 10.06 
million persons in Canada had jobs, an increase of 2.3 
per cent from a year earHer. At the same time, 775,000 
were unemployed — or perhaps one should say classed 


as unemployed ~ an increase o^ 9.3 per cent from a 
year earlier. ^ 

The explanation of the simultaneous rise in both 
the employed and unemployed is that the labor force is 
increasing. It includes both the people who are work¬ 
ing and those who are actively looking for work. And 
part of the reason for the growth of the labor force is 
the entry into it of more and more persons who do not 
need to work to live, or even to live well, as the Green- 
Cousineau figures indicate. 

The Canadian researchers suggested that because 
unemployment insurance was benefitting so many 
recipients not in real need, new approaches might be 
made including a negative income tax plan. A billion 
dollars in such a plan “would distribute income more 
equitably than does an additional billion dollars of un¬ 
employment insurance expenditures which is received 
largely by secondary earners.” A new finding in the 
United States ppssibly might reinforce this sugges¬ 
tion. 

This finding, according to a report in The Christian 
Science Monitor, is that unemployment tends to run in 
families: when the head of the household is out of 
work, it is more likely that other members will be un¬ 
employed too. From this, if it holds good also in 
Canada, it may be inferred that many so-called 
marginal workers are in true need when they lose their 
jobs, even though many others are not, and some dif¬ 
ferentiation would be in order. 


The British scene 


Disappearance of the servants 


In the big social levelling in 
Britain sihee the war there 
have been few greater changes 
than the end cf the servant 
system for all but a minute 
minority of the very wealthy. 

The 1971 census showed that 
there were only 32.000 resident 
domestic servants, compared 
with 103.000 ten years before 
Indeed, only 300 households — 
including presumably 
Buckingham Pace — reported 
.three or .more living-in 
domestics, whereas 'in 1961 

* there were still six times as 
: many. 

Britons themselves in the 
new egalitarian climate find it 
almost unbelievable that 
within living memory a well-to- 
do landowner or industnalist 
might have had an Italian to do 
his pastry, a Frenchman to 
make his soup and an English 
valet to press his clothes and 
iron his newspaper (if it got 
damp). Could his wife have 
commanded perhaps seven 
other women. Including her 
“indispensable” lady’s maid? 
Were there really “s€rvants‘ 
halls. ’ servants’ “registry of¬ 
fices. ’ beds (“servants' 
modfel”) and frocks (“maids’ 
quality”)? 

# ★ ★ 

Up to the last war resident 
servants were a vital part of 
the social landscape and 
employers thought the system 
r • would go on largely unchanged. 
The golden age of the waited-on 
classes was before the First 
. W'orld War when there were 
about 1,750,000 servants. They 
Vmade up about one-tenth of the 
entire working population: in 
< wealthy areas of Britain they 

* • outnumbered the families.

Al least one-third of alU 
families kept servants — and 
tearful was the plight of a lady 
temporarily “without’’ one or 
more It was the age of the 
“perfect lady, ” a genteel being 
who spedt her life being waited 
on. who knew little or nothing 
■about cooking and in some 
cases could hardly make a cup 
of tea or sew on a button. 

Servants proliferated 
because everyday life was so 
different In Edwardian days 
modem labor-saving devices 
,were only on the horizon, and 
were hardly needed anyway 
when servants were plentiful at 
wages of a few shillings a 
week. 

The Fidwardian home, with 
its brass and plush, its portable 
baths, its limited hot water 
supply, it coal fires and stoves, 
its dust-collecting knick-knacks 
and general grime needed a lot 
of attention. 

There were scarcely any 
“convenience” foods as we 
know them—and cooking was 
on a much more elaborate and 
larger scale. Families were 
much larger and more closely 
knit, ^^^hout the outdoor dis¬ 
tractions and TV-wrtrship of to¬ 
day 

^cializing was constant. 
Suburban homes and country 
houses rattled genteelly with 
the endless tinkle of teaspoons, 
the clink of wine-glasses 
(claret was £1 a dozen bottles), 
the clatter of cutlery. The 
families constantly circulated 
to. dinner parties (with five 
course menus), at-homes’, 
soirees, lunches and teas. 

Prom the vantage point of 
the inflationary mid-seventies 


one of the most astonishing 
features of the vanished ‘‘we- 
can’t-do-without-the-servants” 
life-style were the numbers 
who could afford servants. 
Thus a £500 a year suburban 
bank clerk could easily afford a 
10s a week maid and a 15s a 
week cook. A man on £750 a 
year would have a part-time 
gardener in addition. A £1,000 a 
.year man would have four or 
five servants. 

A small country landowner 
with perhaps £3,000 a year (less 
than the income of most car 
workers today) might have 10 
servants, headed by butler and 
housekeeper, with “lower” 
servants waiting on “upper” 
ones (with much stiff etiquette 
and fidgeting over hierarchial 
status). 

The number of servants 
declined after the First World 
War. but rose with the Depres¬ 
sion of the early thirties, when 
there were still 1,500,000 of 
them. Here are some typical 
advertisements of 4hat time, 
with the figures referring to a 
year s pay 

“Trustworthy, intelligent 
gij;l about 20-24 or more as 
Nurse-Housemaid, boy four, 
three in family . . . wages £24- 
£30“ 

“.At once. Parlormaid, one 
lady. 5 maids.” 

“Wanted, a kitchen-maid 
with experience, age 18-20. six 
maids kept — 3 in family ” 

“Working companion, all 
duties; modern home, one 
lady; salary £26; good 
references.*’ 

There were still complaints 
of the “servant shortage” and 
from time to time the

U.S. in 'emergency' 

The president's powers

British and American troops 
under U.S. Gen. Mark Qark 
landed at Salerno on Italy's 
west coast 33 years ago—in 
1943—to facilitate- the allied 
push northward during the Se¬ 
cond World War. The combined 
forces were halted by winter 
weather as the (jermans fell 
back methodically to stabilize 
a strong line across a narrow 
part of the Italian peninsula. It 
was not until June 4 the next 
year that the Allies took Rome 
and continued their dogged ad¬ 
vance up It^ly 

1776 — Continental Congress 
changed the American name to 
United States from United 
Colonies. 

1850 — William Benjamin 
Robinson signed treaty with 
Ojibways regarding rights 
between Penetanguishene and 
Sault Ste. Marie. 

1913 — The German Zeppelin 
L-1 was lost over Heligoland 
with 15 dead. 

1943 — German aircraft sank 
the Italian battleship Roma. 

1963 — The-U.S. federal court 
at Birmingham, Ali^. ordered 
Gov. George Wallace to stop in¬ 
terference with school integra- 
tion. 


In 1861, the U.S. cavalry had 
run out of money to buy feed* 
for the horses. Congress was 
not in session, which meant 
money could not be formally 
appropriated. The way Presi¬ 
dent Lincoln saw it. he had no 
choice. 

He declared a national 
emergency and ordered the 
Treasury to buy feed for the 
hungry horses. 

So far as the researchers on 
Capitol Hill can determine, 
that was the first time an'' 
American president declared a 
national emergency solely to 
grant to himself powers that 
the Constitution does not give 
him. 

The principle of .authority 
that Lincoln dreamed up for 
himself, however, lay dormant 
for 72 years, when, in 1933, 
President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt declared a national 
emergency to grant himself 
power to deal with the banking 
crisis. 


President Truman in 1950 
declared the Korean War a 
national emergency ' rather 
than a war. 

And President Nixon 
respoAded to a postal service 
strike by declaring a national 
emergency in March, 1970, to 
permit the use of military per¬ 
sonnel to move the mail, and 
again in August. 1971, to freeze 
wages and prices and to make 
other bold economic movw. 

These four presidential 
declarations — 1933, 1950. 1970 
and 1971 — were for specific 
presidential reactions to 
specific problems, yet they 
have never been terminated. 

So far as the United States is 
concerned, it is in a state of 
national emergency at this mo¬ 
ment. 

And as long as thii legal con¬ 
dition exists, any president 
could invoke any of 470 quite 
specific statutes that would 
give him powers expected only 
in a stern dictatorship. 

Congress has decided the 
situahon should not continue. 
.Accordingly, the House has 
passed, and the Senate is like¬ 
ly to pass this year, legislation 
declaring all * four national 
emergencies over. 

ITie legislation also would ea- 
tablish limits on future 
presidential declarations of 
national emergency, eesential-

ly requiring a president to ob¬ 
tain congressional approval 
within a short period of time or 
else end his emergency action. 

This would be similar to 
the War Powers Act adopted by 
Congress in reaction to the U.S. 
slide into the Vietnam 
quagmire. Under the law, a 
president may not commit U.S. 
troops to combat abroad for 
more than 60 days without the 
specific approval of Congress 

Since Roosevelt’s declara¬ 
tion of national emergency in 
1933, Congress has passed 470 
various laws that grant powers 
to a president to respond to a 
specific situation “or in the 
event of a national emergen- 
cy” 

Congress, growing in-, 
rreasingly concerned over a 
president's power to commit 
the nation to an undeclared 
war. began thinking about this 
power in 1971 when Sen. 
Charles Mathias. R-Md., 
introduceo^ resolution to study 
the situatio)

'The Senate passed corrective 
legislation in 1974, but the 
House was unable to complete 
action on Its similar bill and 
’ the measures died. 

They were reintroduced at 
the start of this current 
Congress last year, and the 
House this time passed its ver¬ 
sion. 

The Senate moved slower, 
holding another round of hear¬ 
ings and trying to reconcile its 
version with the House s. 


The Senate government 
operations committee ap¬ 
proved the corrective legisla 
tion early in August, and 
Church intends to use his con¬ 
siderable influence to get the 
nqn-controversial bill to the 
floor for expected passage 
before Congress adjourns in 
early October. • 

The measure would put a 12- 
month limit on any declared 
national emergency, but would 
also require Congress to 
review each one semi-annually 
and decide whether to permit it 
to continue.

Rising crime rates breed 
more add more security 
systems, and that probably 
isn’t the best.news you’ve had 
all .day. Consider, for example, 
the report from Washinf^ 
thht a company has developed 
a new security system for 
motor vehicles,. designed so 
that the vehicle cannot be 
operated until the owner 
reaches into a pocket or purse 
and presses a button on a tiny 
transmitter. The coded 
electronic message releases 
\he ignition and the engine will 
start. 

Dandy. We’re sure it works, 
but If is one step further from 
the simplicity that remains the 


ideal. It's bad enough that, at 
present, we must find a key for 
the wretched thing; now we 
have one more thing to mislay. 
Us batteries will run down at 
dead of night in some lonely 
spot. The receiver will ignore 
the command to surrender con¬ 
trol The car will start on its 
own because a neighbor 
switched television channels. 
Youisdog will bury the tran¬ 
smitter. 

Maybe not. But we are one 
step closer to the day when aut¬ 
omobiles will demand to see 
your credit card and look Into 
your record of debt payment 
before condescending to crank 
over. 

Who’s in charge here? 
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THE UNBRIDLED OPTIMISM of the young gives way 
to the pragmatic pessimism of the middle-aged. Live long 
enough and the ailments of a country such as Canada, are 
brought home in sharp relief and at the same time, the 
realization that nothing can save the country as we’ve known 
it. 

It may well be that it is already too late to save Canada. 
Canada has become almost ungovernable. The central 
government of Ottawa has been a bizarre failure and the 
failures of yesterday and today will be compounded with 
even greater failures tomorrow. 

Every sector has its own dissension. The Mari times have 
been short-changed. Quebec Is broke and unhappy. Ontario is 
unhappy because Quebec’s financial plight drains its 
resources. 

• THE SCHISM OF THE WEST becomes more noticeable 
day by day. and the structure of Canada crumbles before our 
eyes. 

The roots of dissent are too firmly established to root out 
the cancer. The Liberals have alienated one section by pan¬ 
dering to the other. Their attempts at cohesive action have 
been blundering, costly and totally ineffective. 

We live in a country where greed has supplanted the 
work ethic. We are a presumptuous lot, considering it our 
God-given right to a salary raise each and every year — 
regardless of our failure to produce more. The union cry is 
more and more and production becomes less and less. Our 
goods cannot sell on the world market because opr goods cost 
n\ore and are of no better quality. 

GOVERNMENTS — civic, provincial and federal — have 
stood silently by and watched the destruction. When was the 
last time you heard a civic government, for instance, tell its 
own work force that the bottom of the barrel had been 
reached? When was the last time you heard a mayor or coun¬ 
cil stand up and say look, here’s the amount of money we can 
budget for salaries — work it out any way you want but this is 
all we have. In other words, divide the amount any way you 
see fit. If you want a raise, give yourselves a raise, but at the 
same time, remember that a great number of your brothers 
will be laid off because of that raise. Or, split it up so 
everyone retains a job. The mayor of Buffalo.’ N.Y. said that 
this year. Said his city was not going to become another New 
York city and he won his point. 

. INSTEAD WE ARE HIT with “parity” when parity is 
obviously not applicable. We find a country in which a Joe 
Morris can openly defy the law by advocating the civil unrest 
of a one-day national strike — a man who says foreign capital 
is pulling out because of the restrictive wage and price con¬ 
trols. A man who can not bring himself to realize that foreign 
capital can do better in the United States because of much- 
cheaper building and operating costs. 

The west becomes even more hostile to central govern¬ 
ment when a non-elected body of central government — the 
CRTC — cdn force upon us unwanted television stations, can 
remove FM stations from our dials. An intrusion that adds 
further scars to the relationship. 

THE WORD DICTATOR is like an obscenity, yet this 
country has actually reached the stage that a dictator — 
either left or right wing — might well be the only real 
saviour. A man with the power to ciit through the red tape, 
the bureaucracy, the over-spending, over-staffing of govern¬ 
ment. 

Disavow such an eventuality if you will, but at the same 
time pr^are for the break-up of Canada as a nation. 

The citizens of Western Canada, for instance, would in 
all probability look kindly on a split from the rest of the 
country. And politicians are finally saying the same thing. 
David Barrett said it at a federal finance minister’s summit 
a couple of years back in Ottawa. He warned it could happen. 

SCOTT WALLACE recently stated there is a feeling that 
. Canada might have to break • up into three sections — 
Western Canada. Eastern Canada and Quebec. 

But if such a break-up is to occur, it must be accom¬ 
panied by the willingness of whatever government is elected 
to right the stupidities of the past. It must be able to control 
government spending, government bodies. It must be able to 
take a strong stand against both business and labor to insure 
the total defeat of inflationery forces. 

If you think an eight per cent ceiling on wages is oppres¬ 
sive. remember that under such a high rate, wages would 
double in under a decade. Production would not keep pace 
and again, we would be priced out of the world market. 

WE HAVE reached the period in our history where 
we in Western Canada can no longer afford the luxury and 
the nostalgia>of Canada. We cannot afford the social welfare 
syndrome of the federal government. Do you honestly 
believe, for instance, that the Canada Pension Plan will not 
go broke within a decade? We can not continue to receive 
benefits far out of proportion to what we put in to them. New 
York is bankrupt because of such policies, Canada is on the 
same crash course. 

1 wish there were more Scott Wallaces sounding the 
alarm. 1 wish Western Canadians would get off their fat 
apathies and demand a change because if our children are 
going to have any world at all to look forward to. those 
changes must be made. 

I'm sorry, Canada. I can no longer afford to stand on 
guard for thee.

Your reader R. M. Buj^n.s. 
who has apparently returned to 
British Columbia, suggests 
that people like Run Cheffins 
and Scott Wallace are political¬ 
ly insular and misunderstand 
the whole concept of the 
federal form of government. 

At a conference in Saskatoon 
sponsored by the Young 
Progressive Conservatives 
from the Western provinces, 1 
was asked to speak on federal- 
provincial relations. Contrary’ 
to your writer’s accusation that 
I am interested in seeing our 
nation break up, my Saskatoon 
speech put forward positive 
proposals which would correct 
the serious degree of distrust 
and disharmony which present¬ 
ly exists between the federal 
government and the provinces. 

Since the federated form of 
government is a kind of mar¬ 
riage between two levels of 
government, I drew an analogy 
with marriage where ongoing 
trust and honest dialogue 
between partners are the most 
vital Ingredients. The recent 
decision by the federal govern¬ 
ment, in a completely un¬ 
ilateral way<^to break the writ¬ 
ten agreement on revenue 
guarantees to the provinces, 
was cited as the kind of action 
which can only sow distrust 
and dissention between 
partners. 

The need for consistency of 
federal policies towards all JIO 
provinces was also stressed, 
the clearest breach of that 


principle being the federal 
subsidies to ferries in Eastern 
Canada, while none are ex¬ 
tended to British Columbia, 
even although the Trans- 
Canada Highway begins on 
Vancouver Island. 

Although my criticisms of 
federal attitudes and actions 
are valid, I am not Interested in 
seeing Canada break up. 
Indeed. 1 am trying to prevent 
that, by pointing out problems 
which have arisen and sug¬ 
gesting corrective action. 

Quotes from a speech can be 
misleading, but copies of the 
full text are available from my 
Office in the Legislative 
Buildings. Surely the last 
paragraph proves my commit- 
•nent to Confederation. It reads 
“I have confidence that 
Confederation can be 
strengthened and its survival 
assur^, but its health and 
longevity, like the health and 
longevity of any marriage, de¬ 
pend on an open, honest, 
trusting, continuing dialogue 
between partners. That kind of 
dialogue does not prevail today 
and continuation of current at¬ 
titudes and practices, infidelity 
and mistrust, can only lead, as 
in marriage, to separation and 
divorce. Let us bend all our ef¬ 
forts towards preserving a hap¬ 
py. lasting and productive 
Canadian marriage.”

sure to the House. House ap¬

Intrigue trail 
of accountant 
has many ends

PARIS — Herve de Vath- 
aire ia a uispy. haldinpr, thin- 
fared bcx>kkeeper, recently 
widowed and in his early 50 k. 
irnju'etientious, iieihai*, but 
he had a secret life. 

De Vathaire has provided 
Fi-anoe with its juiciest tale of 
robbery, disappearance, 
blackmail, mistresses, sol¬ 
diers of fortune, shady char¬ 
acters and corporate hjgh- 
jinks in a lonjj time. 

Until early July, De Vath- 
aire led an apparently exem¬ 
plary life as chief accoun¬ 
tant of Marcel Dassault Air¬ 
craft C3o., builders of the 
famous Mirage fighter plane. 
He had worked for the firm 24 
years, an efficient and trusted 
• employee \\’ho was named to 
its board of directors and held 
signature control ov'er the 
personal account of the 
owner. Marcel Da.ssault, 84, 
as well as the company ac- 
count.s. 

July 6. De Vathaire walked 
into a branch offi<<e^ of the 


Banque Nationale de Paria on 
the Avenue de la Gtmnde 
Armee near the Arc de 
Triomphe and wrote out a 
cheque on Dassault’s personal 
account for eight million 
francs — a little moce than 
51.6 million. He told the bank 
to get the money; together for 
him in 5()0-franc notes, came 
back two houi^ later, loaded 
the banknotes into two suit¬ 
cases, got into a car and dis- 
ai>peared shortly thereafter. 

The story now grows com- 
pW. 

Blackmail is aw>arently at 
the root of the affair, but who 
is blackmailing whom and 
over what is far from dear. 

■ De Vathaire’s “other life’' 
turned out to include a couple 
of nightclub hostesses and a 
former mercenary who wee 
a member of the French Se¬ 
cret Army — those veteran* 
of the Algerian war who 
directed a two-year reign of 
terror in the eariy a960s in a 
futile attempt to thwart 
Charles de Uaulle in his plan 
to give Algeria independence. 


File on company 


The key to the case appears 
to be a secret file vbich De 
Vathaire accumulated on the 
financial activities of the Das¬ 
sault concern. Ibere are 
vague hints and innuendos of 
“another Lockheed affair.” 
But the file has disappeared 
and there is no certainty 
about what It contains. 

In a letter to hi* nightclub 
Ixwtess girlfriend Bemardette 
Roels before he disappeared* 
De Vathaire said it was a dos¬ 
sier of financial dealings “of 
which I disapproved.’’ 

He also hinted in the letter, 
which Miss Roels turned over 
to the police, that thette were 
threats against his life and 
the lives of his 22-year-old 
tvrtn daughters. He telephoned 
one of the twins at least once 
Rinqp his dif*appeai'ance, ap¬ 
parently from Switzwland, 
saying that he no longer had 
the money but was being pur- 
aiied and that his life was in 
danger. 

Marcel Dassault seems to 
have 'been peculiarly unhur¬ 
ried in his handling of the sit¬ 
uation when it was dlsoovered 
that his accountant and eight 
million francs were missing. 
Dassault and his company 
managed to keep the news 
secret for almost two months 
before the new-spaper France- 


Soir finally got a tip and 
broke the story last week. 

Moreover, Dassault first 
filed a snit against his chief 
accountant for breach of 
trust, seeking reatitution of 
the funds, and then had the 
suit withdrawn from 
the courts. 

In a radio interview after 
the stagy broke, Dassault said 
he hka decided to withdraw 
the complaint “at the wishes 
of the De Vathaire family," 
slnoe thehe was “no chance 
whatever of finding the 
money even if we do find 
him.” 

He said ly witl)drawing the 
suit he w'as also giving De 
Vathaire a chance to come 
forward and clear himself. De 
Vathaire was, Dassault said, 
a very remarkable director 
and accountant. 

.Dassault also suggested in 
the radio interview that the 
death of De Vathaire’s wife 
la.st April had apparently 
upset his trusted employee 
and thrown his private life 
into disorder. Mrs. De Vath¬ 
aire, suffering from cancer, 
was found dead in her bathtub 
by her husband when he re¬ 
turned fn)m a weekend out of 
town. ■ There is \incertainty 
whether the (^^use was suicide 
or cancer. 


Blackmail theory 


In the meantime, De Vath¬ 
aire had met Miss Roels, a 
ydar^ld blonde.' She in turn 
introduced the accountant to a 
man named Jean Kay, and 
the latter’s girlfriend, Dan¬ 
ielle Marquet. Kay was a 
former Secret Army man who 
also fought as a mercenary in 
Lebanon, Yemen, the Congo 
and, most recently, Angola. 

Kay was in the headlines in 
1971 when he “ground- 
hijacked” a Pakistani airliner 
at Orly airport and held the 
plane and 28 passengers at 
gunpoint for seven hours, de¬ 
manding that the French dis¬ 
patch 20 tons of medical sup¬ 
plies to Bangladesh. That was 
when Bangladesh was fighting 
Pakistan for independence. 
Kay was jailed after giving 
up. 

One month before De Vath¬ 


aire. disappeared, he and Kay 
and the two women made an 
une.xplained two-week trip to I 
Florida — apparently on the 
spur of the moment. 'They 
were in Miami from June 3 to 
June 10. They are said to 
have picked up airline tickets 
which were ^id for by some¬ 
body else, and there is specu¬ 
lation about whether they 
were in contact with some old 
conspiratorial associates of 
Kay in Miami. 

Both Kay and his girlfriend, 
Danielle Marquet, have disap¬ 
peared. but the newspaper 
L’Aurore received a telephme 
call Saturday from some¬ 
where in France from a man 
who calimed to be Kay. 'Ihe* 
caNer said he had*no know¬ 
ledge of De VathaSre’e disap¬ 
pearance and no connectlion 
with it. ,

Artisans learning the best sell

'I'he public is getting a little 
more sophisticated about buy¬ 
ing crafts. The same old thing 
thrown together on the kitch¬ 
en table just won’t do any¬ 
more. 

“It’s a lot harder to flog 
bad pottery than it was,” ac¬ 
cording to Yetta Lees, direc¬ 
tor of the Circle Craft Centre 
which opens its doors to the 
public Saturday. And me¬ 
diocre leatherworkers are 
having similar troulile. 

M.*i. Lees won’t admit it out¬ 


right, but the demand for 
higher standards among Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver con¬ 
sumers is likely thanks to the 
Circle Craft C^r>erative and 
its offiliate society. 

The co-operative, just three 
years ortd, organizes major 
craft fairs and exhibits in 
both Vancouver and Victoria, 
including last spring’s Habitat 
show. 

But • refiriii^ the public’s 
standards really isn’t what 
Circle Craft is all about. It’s 
as much dollars and cents as 
showing provincial artisans 


how to build a better toy or 
find local wool suppliers. 

”Our primary aim is help¬ 
ing fieople to make a living 
out of crafts,” said Ms. Lees, 
who at one time eked out a 
bring by block-printing cloth¬ 
ing before finding her most 
marketable talent w'as as an 
organizer. 

Probably more B.C. ar¬ 
tisans are making a living 
now than when Cricle Oaft 
started, but just how many of 
its 500 members are above 
the breadline remains a mys¬ 
tery. 


Saanich industry park 
clears zoning hurdle 


Plans by .Saanich to es¬ 
tablish an industrial zone in 
the Glanford-Vanalman area 
off Pa/tricia Bay Highway 
mo\ed a step forw’ard Wed¬ 
nesday. 

I'he Capital Region Board 
approved, in principle a 
change in its regional devel¬ 
opment plan ahd recommend¬ 
ed that about 70 acres be lift¬ 
ed out of the agricultural land 
reserve. 

The regionAl plan lists the 
' area as agricultural bound 
and one of the ma.jor Reasons 
lor having an official develofv 
ment y|an is to prev ent sjx>t 
rezoning. 

In a letter to the regional 
board, Saanich municipal 
planner G. V. Laurensvm 
said the proposed licht indus¬ 
trial and warehouse zone 


would be of “the highest 
order containing well- 
designed ^)pildings and high- 
quality site planning.” 

The proposed industrial 
area wo^d comprise about 
120 acres, 50 of which are al¬ 
ready zoned for light industri¬ 
al. 

It will be up to the B.C. 
Land Commissiem to decide 
whether the remaining 70 
acres should be taken out of 
the agrj9uHural land reserv'c. • 

Plans for the rezoning have 
triggered some opposition 
from area i-esidents, particu¬ 
larly in the Royal Oak dis¬ 
trict, but Saanich Aid. Wil¬ 
liam Noel told the regional 
board that public opinion was 
slowly swinging in favor of 
the proposal. 

A numtier of residents

whose property adjoined the 
proposed industrial ai*ea, Noel 
said, had asked Saanich that 
their land be included. 

Saanich’s letter to the re¬ 
gional board also stressed 
that the industrial zone would 
be surrounded by a greenbeU, 
screening adiacent residential 
areas from it. 

Each of the industrial sites 
is to be a little more than one 
acre and any use "incompati¬ 
ble with the surroundings” 
will be precluded, according 
to plans. 

"Any development that 
would create potential prob¬ 
lems such as noise, ribration, 
odor or toxic matters, 
wouldn’t be permitted in the 
profiosed industrial park.” the 
letter said.

Provincial 
support has been expected, 
but fell away with the change 
of government. 

But the transformation of 
the dirty shed into the aiiy . 
whitew'ashed stqdio, office 
and e.xhibit space was thanks 
u a lot of labor paid for by 
federal Manyager programs. 

But the capital for improve¬ 
ments had to come from elsf^ 
where. And in many cases the 
material was “begged, bor¬ 
rowed, bartered for, but never 
stolen.” 

Cedar plank panelling in the 
front part of tlie building 
came from the dismantled 
booths at Habitat Crafts Fes¬ 
tival. Sections • of hardwood 
bow'Kng lanes for workshop 
tabletops came from a Van¬ 
couver group in exchange for 
time and services in helping it 
get established. The flredcors 
resulted from ^ trade with the 
Vancouver East Cultural 
Centre which gained two in¬ 
tercoms in the deal. 

Work on the building won’t 
be completed for several 
weeks. Classes and workshops 
will not begin until then. Ex¬ 
hibit and s^es space-is care¬ 
fully allotted by a standards 
committee. 

Circle* Craft collects a 
straight 20-|jer-cent commis¬ 
sion on all sales far less 
than the ICO per cent needed 
by most retailers to cover 
overhead. It was this, markup, 
according to Ms. Lees, which 
held back the crafts market. 
Too little could be .sold at 
those prices. 

Aside from the gallery 
space, the building’s principal 
feature is its re tourefe centre, 
which makes av'ailable all 
kinds of information related 
to crafts. And it’s this infor¬ 
mation, says Ms. Lees, w'hlch 
makes Circle Craft particu- 
' larly attractive to artisans in 
the interior or the pdHh. 

“WTien you live in Victoria 
or Vancouver and you n^ed to 
know sopiething about dyes, 
all yoli have to do is pheme 
around and maybe after 13 
calls you’ll find out what you 
need but you can’t do that in 
the Kootenays,” site said. 

Crcle Craft now has a 
building. It now supplies ser¬ 
vices and support to artisans 
througtxHJt the province but 


there can be rwi coa.sting with 
what it’s got. 

“'The day that all the crafts 
I>eoijle working can make a 
living, then Circle Craft can 
fold up,” said Ms. Lees.’ 

"And that would be a great 
day.” she added. 


A "serious health problem” 
caused by sewage leaking into 
Esquimau Lagoon from a 
76-lot subdivisibn will be re¬ 
solved by collecting the sew¬ 
age from all the homes and 
releasing it in the ocean 
through one outfall. 

The proixisal, approved at 
Wednesday’s meeting of the 
Capital Region Board, left 
Victoria Mayor Michael 
Young wondering wbethor 
this wrus the best solution to 
the problem. 

Young was assured, howev¬ 
er. that the new' outfall ar¬ 
rangement would only be tem¬ 
porary. 

The outfall, the directors ' 
were told, would be closed as 
soon as the area was connect¬ 
ed to the trunk sew'er system 
of the so-called western sec¬ 
tor. That would, however, be 
some years away, directors 
learned. 

The [Cost of the project has 
not yerbeen determined. 

If the provincial Pollution 
Control Branch approves the 
region’s application for the 
proposed outfall, construction 
charges will be levied against 
the, 76 property owners on a 
local-improvement basis. * 

The advisability of building 
more sew'er outfalls was also 
questioned at some other 
point during the meeting. 

When the directors ap¬ 
proved the spending of $27,000 
for a .study on how to best 
dispose of sewage in Sooke. 
.Saanicb Aid. Fred Severson 
said the regional board should 
consider other mean.s of sew- 
aan di.s^sal. 

Put rh«inT»t»n^James Camo- 
boil replied that there w'eren’t 
too manv octions. He told the 
Ixierd that 90 ner cent of the 
se\vage consisted of water; 
the remaining 10 per c§nt was 
solid waste and could' be ei¬ 


ther diluted and released with 
the water, or be treated. 

Young said if landlocked 
cities such as Saskatoon or 
Winnipeg could treat their 
sewage and dispose of it by 
means other than releasing it 
ip the ocean. Victoria could 
do the same thing. 

Campbell replied that agri¬ 
cultural areas such as Win¬ 


nipeg cpuld use' sdlid w'aste 
for fertilizer, but even there, 
"they have to [*ay farmera to 
take it and use it as fertiliz¬ 
er.” 

Greater Victoria, said 
Campbell, had really no 
choice but to dump its sewage 
in the ocean; the only option 
was to treat it before doing 
so.

Rental charges for allot¬ 
ment gardens in Greater Vic¬ 
toria will be higher ne.x-t year, 
gardens manager Dick Kee- 
pence ssud Wednesday. 

Keepence, who manages the 
gardens for the prorinclil ag¬ 
riculture department, said he 
had no idea what the new 
charge will be. 

He said that costa every¬ 
where were rising--gasoline, 
fertilizer, water, labor. 

The new rates will be es¬ 
tablished by Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Don Phillips. "But,” 
Keepence adds, "it will still 
be the best bargain going.” 

The current rental charge. 
$K) a year, was established 
four years ago by the Na¬ 
tional Capital Region in Otta¬ 
wa, where the grewring season 
is seven months a^r^Kst. 
Here, the aliotmefits can bo 
used year - r;Aind for some 
crops. 

Average yield for one of 
Victoria’s allotment gardens 
is. $200 to $300 worth of pro¬ 
duce a year. Each allotment 
site has at least (Xie demon¬ 
stration garden, personally 
cared for by Keepence. 'The 
demonstration gardens yield 
at least $400 worth of vegeta¬ 
bles and fruit. 

Keepence picked up his gar¬ 
dening experience in Britain, 
where allotment gardening, 
he says, “is a way of life.” 

He attended horticultural 
college in England, and w-as 
on the executive committees 
of local British allotment gar¬ 
dens. His home town of Car¬ 
diff in Wales has 163 acres of 
allotments. 

Keejience designed the pro¬ 
vincial government’s allot¬ 
ment garden system for both 
Victoria and the mairtland. 


'Hie five allotment sites in 
Victoria are at Kent Road, 
leased from the highways de¬ 
partment; Kenneth and Agnes 
Streets, leased from the 
Greater Victoria School 
Boeuxi; Gordon Head Road, 
leased from the Catholic 
Church, and Wilkinson Road, 
privately owned by a resident 
on Wilkinson and leased to the 
agriculture department. 

'Ihe first allotment gardens 
in Greater Victoria w'ere es¬ 
tablished in 1974 at Wilkinson 
and Kent roads. The other lo¬ 
cations- followed in 1975. 
Today there are 562 garden 
lots in Greater Victoria. Since 
some of the lots are shared, 
they feed more than 562 fami¬ 
lies. 

The agriculture department 
gives Kbepence five student 
helpers for the summer, until 
August 31. Now there Is no 
one to supervise the gardens 
but himself. 

"I’m left with 22 acres of 
rampantly 'growing garden 
sites,” he said. "A thousand 
jobs need doing. I could do 
with twx) fulltime helpers.” 

Ke^Jence gives away the ^ 
extra vegetable yield from his 
demonstration gardens to 
other allotment gardeners or 
to community sen'ices. 
Wednesday morning he gave 
35. pounds of squash. 20 
pounds of pumpkins and 40 
pounds of beets to Silver 
Threads, a non-profit group 
that provides hot meals and 
other sei-v'ices for the elderly. 

Keepence' believes that the 
gardens have been a boon to. 
the elderly. 

"There are two reasons to 
hare a V garden — food and 
exercise. Working the soil 
brings them back to life.” 


B.C. files Belknap appeal 
and claims judge erred 


Official notice ^of appeal lias 
been filed by the provincial * 
g.>vemment, on behalf of, Vic- 
tur Belknap against a decision 
by Nanaimo Juvenile Court 
judge Stan Wardill. 

Wardill twx) weeks ago le¬ 
vied a fine, of $250 against 
Belknap, the superintendent 
of child welfare for the prov¬ 
ince, saying that as the judge 
interpreted the Juvenile De- 
limiuent Act. Belknap was the 
official guardian of the boy, 
who is a ward of the human 
resourees department. Xhe 
judge ruled that Belknap, as 
guardian, failed to provide 
due care for the juvenile boy. 
wix) had admitted charges of ' 
breaking and entering and car 
theft. 

The judge said at the time 
that he took the action b^ 
cause he, along with other 
court officials in the province, 
W'as "fed up” with lack of fa¬ 
cilities for jm'enile delinqu^ts 
who were repeat offenders. 

Belknap took personal deli¬ 
very of the boy from sheriff’s 


officers, who were ordered by 
the judge to hand the boy to 
the sui>erintendent in his Vic¬ 
toria office. The boy has since 
been placed in a Victoria 
foster home. 

In the notice of ai»peal, filed 
in B.C. Supreme Court regis¬ 
try in Nanaimo Wednesday, 11 
main points were set out in 
which the province is basing 
its' ap^ieal. 

It contends that Judge War¬ 
dill erred in finding that Bel- 
Imao, in his personal capacity, 
was,« parent or guardian of 
the child, that Wardill erred 
in finding that the provisions 
of the Children’s Protection 
Act fastened any • responsi¬ 
bility to Belknap, that Bel- 


kna]» helped in the cummisaion 
of an offence and that he 
erred in finding tl)at Belknap 
had any duty to exercise due 
care of the juvenile. 

Further, fte notice says, the 
judge erred by committing 
the custody of the child to 
Belknap, that the fine should 
not have been leried against 
Belknap withoOt Belknap being 
given the opixirtunlty to be 
’"Trd in court and that the 
judge erred in failing to deter¬ 
mine whether Belknap had 
been notified of the intentionof 
the ciurt to order him (BR- 
knap) to pay the fine and dam¬ 
ages and ^at an error was 
cimmifted in ordering Bel¬ 
knap to pay restitution.

Viking 
sniffs 
Mars gas 

PA.SADKNA. Calif. (UPl) - 
Viking 2 sniffed the thin Mar¬ 
tian air Wednesday to see 
what gases it holds besides 
the main constituents di.scov- 
ered by its predecessor in 
^uly. 

The first results from the 
atmospheric analysis at the 
second lander’s Utopfa base 
on Mars were expected today. 

It is now known that 95 per 
cent of Mai's’ atmosphere is 
made up of carbon dioxide. 
Three per cent of it is ni¬ 
trogen : one to tWo per cent is 
argon: and only three-tenths 
of one per cent is oxygen". 

Dr. Tobias Owen irf the 
State University of New York 
said among the elements 
being sought are krypton and 
neon, “and then of courae 
we're, always interested in 
anything we can find.” 

Viking 2' also continued to 
make other stientiflc observa¬ 
tions on the red planet and 
scientists received their first 
pictures from the lander’s 
second camera Tuesday night 
and early Wednesday. 

With the two electronic eyes 
l.’l int‘h6s apart taking pic¬ 
tures of the same spot, scien¬ 
tists are able to get stereos¬ 
copic views of the Martian 
surface. This will help them 
select a spot for the robot’s 
soil scooping operation now 
scheduled to get under way 
early Sunday.

Green for just over an hour 
then said suddenly tliat she 
was going to take the baby. 

There was a struggle, but 
the intruder overiawered

into the bedroom, said Consta¬ 
ble Robert Norman of Surrey 
RCMP. 

'Phe wiMiian t>re the phone 
off tlie wall then left. 

Mrs. Green managed to h'ee 
her feet and ran out the back 
dof)r to a neighlxir's house tor 
help. 

Police said the woman who 
took Cameron was seen talk¬

was there. They siid she told 
them all that she was a UBC 
student doing a study.

BANGKOK While Viet¬ 
nam’s leaders tour th6 world 
seeking more foreign aid, the 
port of Haiphong is choked 
with loaded ships, and the 
government seems imcapatole 
of absorbing the neeivdeluge 
of mOTiey already pledged. 

“My God, if you only knew 
the trouble we have with red 
tape and the bureaucracy.” 
one European technician re¬ 
turned from Hanoi recently 
told an official in Bangkok. 
“It li not at the top b\it at the 
middle and lower levels, 
where they siniidy do not 
have enough ])POplp wh«i are 
willing and able to .do any¬ 
thing.” 

Foreigners visiting Vietnam 
since the Saigon regime col- 
lapeed In . April. 1975, are 
almnet universally impressed 
liy the va.st amount of recon- 


struction and work in 
progress, much of it with the 
hardest kind of hand labor, 
and few' machines. 

“But that is just it,” a Eu¬ 
ropean visitor noted. “They 
are moving at almost top 
•speed with the structure they 
have. It can’t go much faster 
for the moment.” 

Some e.xperts believe that 
current pledges from the Sovi¬ 
et Union. China and the East 
European nations amount to 
well over 53 billion, probably 
divided about e<iually emong 
the three. 

Experts say Chinese aid has 
j)n>bably declined beh>w the 
.Siwiet level because the Pe¬ 
king legime has cea.sed fum- 
ishinig signifleant arms ship¬ 
ments and has also cut bark 
or ended shipments <jf oa and 
rice. Some say the Chinese 
were irked when the V’ietnam- 


ese began pxTvn tIng some rice 
earlier this year for hard cur¬ 
rency in places like ."^n- 
gapore, and expecting donor 
nations to make up the shtirt- 
ages later. 

While Hanoi’s appeals to 
Communist countries are re¬ 
latively routine, Vietnam’s 
diplomats have also, been 
working openly and quite 
successfully in other areas — 
most notably Japan, France 
and Sweden. Pledges and 
I)(‘bjecLs of these three nations 
alone now' exceed 5400 million 
by a most conservative es¬ 
timate. 

Possibly the biggest single 
foreign aid project by non¬ 
communist wHintries is a 
520 milium pulp and i>aper 
complex being fipanced and 
built by Sweden in an area 
about M miles north of Hanoi. 

Kurof)ean diplomats say the 


project, emjjloying .’’lOO Swedes 
and far more Vietnamese, is 
c;«iting twice the originally 
planned figure and w well be¬ 
hind the plan to begin partial 
production by 1977.

U.S. stung by pet tarantula craze 


NEW YORK (UPl) Pub-' 
lisher Ralph (.limburR’s loss 
will be the American Civil Li¬ 
berties Union’s gain and 
maybe Ginzburg’s, too. 

In 1962, Ginzburg printed 
123,000 copies of Eros, which 
Ginzburg calls ”tm elegant, 
e.vpensive, hardcover maga- 
/one on the i^ubject of love 
and se.\.” 

Federal authorities deemed 
the material' criminally obs¬ 
cene. After a lO-year legal 
fight that went to the sui)reme 
court twice. Ginzburg went to 
jail for eight months. 

In 1976. Ginzburg still had 
:i.216 copie? of Eros gather¬ 
ing dust In a Pennsylvania 
warehouse, He announced in 
New York that the copies will 
b^ dmuted to the ACLU fer 
fundraising purposes. Ginz¬ 
burg put the value of his gilt 
at 5300,000. 

Though obseenity’ standards 
have undergone drastic 
clrangaB in the last 14 years 
and EroA seems outdated by 
the fare prx>minently'now dis- 
played at most newsstands, 
Ginzburg, the ACLU and a 
New York rare book dealer. 
Arnold Levy, agree Eros has 
become a collector’s it«n. 

“In the open market today. 
In mint condition, they fetch 
betweCTi $83 and $^.3 each,’’ 
I^vy wrote. The original 
price was $10. 

Because of his conviction, 
G.inzburg said “I’m the only 
man in America who can’t 
sell them” because “the bur¬ 
den of proof would be on me” 
to show Eros is not obscene. 

But if someone else — like 
the ACLU sells Eros, Ginz¬ 
burg said, “the burden of 
proof would be on the prose¬ 
cutors.”

MONTRKAL (CP) — The 
diretrtor of the Rehabilitation 
Institute of Montreal, an out- 
s|»oken o{>{)onent of the man¬ 
datory retirement age, con¬ 
tends that “the decision to 
stop w-orking should be a mat¬ 
ter of to each his own.” 

Dr. Gustave Gingras said 
the German social insurance 
system established by Bis¬ 
marck in 1889 fixed tf)e retire¬ 
ment age at 65. The other Eu¬ 
ropean countries followed suit 
and the Idea spread to North 
America. 

“This was in an era when 
the average .sr>an of. life was 
in the late 30s,” he added. 
“Today, there is no scientific 


social or gerontological basis 
for electing 65.” 

“Because of the rerluced 
birthrate we cannot really 
speculate as to what will hajt- 
pcn U) employriiefit in a few' 
years.” said Dr. Gingras, dis- 
mi-sslng the argument that an 
overloaded labor market re¬ 
quires Ihe old to make w'ay 
for the young. 

“Age should be measured 
by achievements, not birth¬ 
days.” 

InterrMitlonally known as an 
advocate of rehabilitative 
medicine, the 58-year-old Dr. 
Gingras channels much of his 
energy into crusading for the 


lights of the aged, the chroni¬ 
cally ill arid the handicapped. 

As president of the Canadi¬ 
an Human Rights Foundation, 
he is super^ising an intensive 
study of the fundamental 
rights of the aged based on 
existing provincial and feder¬ 
al legislation. Young law stu¬ 
dents across Canada aie cur¬ 
rently compiling a reix>rt for 
the Foundation. 

"No groups in the past have 
beeG deprived of their rights 
as Touch as senior citizens, 
the chronically iU and the dis¬ 
abled,” said Dr. Gingras. 

"I csinnot 'emphasize suf¬ 
ficiently the need .for compas-

PACHENA BAY—Pacific 
Rim National park’s 45-mile 
trail is as much an endur¬ 
ance test as it is a sight-see¬ 
ing excursion. 

“We’re having a real prob¬ 
lem determining how nnigh is 
rough,” said Frank Camp, 
pai*k superintentend. 

The trail, originally used as 
a route to civilization- for 
shipwn^cked sailors, follows 
Vancouver Island’s west coast¬ 
line from Pachena Bay, 90 
miles northwest of Victoria, 
south to Port Renfrew. 

The scenery, with niuncrcHis 
rivers and waterfalls, two 
lighthouses, and eight major 
shipwreck sites, is spectacu¬ 
lar. but certain parts of the 
trail are rather inhospitable 
with waist-deep swamps to 
wade and steep, slippery ra¬ 
vines to climb. 

“You just hang on to the 
roots and pray,” one young 
woman said after scaling the 
side of a deep ravine. “Parts 
of the trail are very danger¬ 
ous and the campsites are a 
good day apart.” 

The woman, exhausted 
after eight days on the trail, 
^ is a physical education teach- 
‘ er from Vancouver. 

One of her four companions, 
a laboratory technician, said 
they met some peopiei who 
spent 13 hours walking a two- 
mile stretch which informa¬ 
tion published by the Sierra 
(Tlub indicated would-take less 
than one hour. 

The four women stressed 
that, although they were ade¬ 
quately prepared for the hike, 
they encountered many dif¬ 
ficult areas 'which weren’t an¬ 
ticipated and they complained 
they were unable to stop to 
eat during the day because of 
the mosquitoes. 

Th^ all doubted they'd do 
the hike again but were happy 
they’d done it once. 

“It was bloody rough,” said 
Tom Brannanjrom Jackson, 
Tenn. “I’m glad I did it but 
there’s no way Fd do it 
again.” , 

The young man was picked 
up on a logging road while 
hitch-hikfaig from Port Ren¬ 
frew, at the south end of the 
trail, to Pachena Bay where 
he had left hoe van nine days 
earlier. 

He travelled with another 
person as it rained for almost 
the entire trip. Much of the 
walking was through mud 
anywhere from knee^eep to 
waist-high. 

The pair met three other 
youths near a ravine and de¬ 
rided to rope each other to¬

slippery walls. One hiker 
slii>i)ed but w'as .sTsared a dip 
in tlie chilly waters by the 
line attached to the other peo¬ 
ple. 

“He would have been killed 
if we hdn’t have the rope tied 
to the other guys,” Brannan 
said. "Some parts of that trail 
are pretty dangerous.’1 

The scenery, howe^’e^, was 
the most beautiful he had 
seen during his travels 
throughout the Pacific 
northwest, especially the 
eO-foot Tsusial Falls which 
pour onto a white sandy 
beach 17 miles southeast of 
Pachena Bay. 

Camp said that although the 
trail hasn’t yet been officially 
designated as parkland, 
Parks (Canada has begun an 
upgrading program aimed at 
(improving the safety of <he 
trail. 

But the government doesn’t 
Intend to make it any easier. 
Hikers will still have to wade 
through riverk and swamps 
and climb cliffs with 40 to 30 
pounds on their backs, but 
rock walls will be equipped 


with metal hand-gripe to 
assist with the climb, he said. 

Many inexperienced out¬ 
doors enthusiasts are some¬ 
how led to believe the. trail is 
simply a long, casual walk 
along the sunny seashore 
through the colorful rain 
forests on the west coast of 
the island. Camp said. 

People tend to forget that 
rain forests arc just that — 
rain forests — receiving an 
average of more than 100 
inches of rain a yeat. An un¬ 
prepared hiker can easily 
catch pneumonia or suffer ex- 
jxxsure in an area where med¬ 
ical attention isn’t available. 

A pamphlet on the trail pub¬ 
lished by the federal govern¬ 
ment and printed on wa¬ 
terproof paper, says: “Only 
competent outdoorsmen 
should attempt to walk the en¬ 
tire >raute. 

“The journey requires un- 
u.sual stamina and a broetd ex¬ 
perience In Wkiing and camp¬ 
ing. Regardless of ability, all 
hikers are urged to advise 
some reliable person of the 
time they expect to return.

It was goodbye to Caesars 
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By JACK R. PAYTON 

ROME (UPI) —• The gran¬ 
deur that was Rome lay in 
ruins. 

Barbarian hordes swept 
south, pillaging and plunder¬ 
ing the wealth and lands 
wluch had been ruled and pro¬ 
tected by Roman legions for 
500 years. 

Then, in late summer 476. a 
43-year-old German named 
Odoacer proclaimed himself 
king of Italy after deposing 
the last western Roman ruler,

than 600 Americans in Mex¬ 
ican jails to serve the re^ 
mainder of their terms in the 
United State?. 

The 610 American men and 
women prisoners, most serv¬ 
ing terms for drug offences, 
nevertheless were reported 
ready to begin a hiinger strike 
to protest what they termed 
inhuman conditions in Mex¬ 
ican jails. 

Echeverria's proposals, 
first announced an Sunday, 
would make prisoners con¬ 
victed of drug offences eligi¬ 
ble for parole, and authorize 
the president to sign prisoner- 
exchange treaties with foreign 
nations. 

The measures, which took 
Mexico by surprise, were ex¬ 
pected to be approved swiftly 
by Congress, which is con¬ 
trolled by Echeverria’s Party 
of Revolutionary Institutions. 

Most observers believed the 
measures were being rushed 
into law to eliminate possible 
adverse reaction by Ameri¬ 
cans during Echeverria's visit 
this week to San Antonio, 
Tex., including an expected 
meeting with President Ford. 

Echeverria is scheduled to 
open a multimillion-dollar 
Me.xican trade fair in San An¬ 
tonio. 

The penal code amend¬ 
ments would permit foreign¬ 
ers in Mexican jails to com¬ 
plete their sentences ’’in their 
home countries or countries of 
residence,” if agreement is 
I'eached with those nations. 

Americans comprise the 
greatest^ numbef of foreign 
prisoners held in this country. 

The Mexican law presum¬ 
ably would r^uire a similar 
law in the Uriited States, espe¬ 
cially if a direct exchange of 
Mexicans held in U.S. jails for 
American* here is involved. 

First indications Mexican* 
were looking into such a 
possibility came to light dur¬ 
ing U.S. Secretary of State 
.Henry Kissinger’s visit to 
Mexico in June. 

The American prisoner* 
have repeatedly denouiKjed 
Mexican , authorities for al¬ 
leged "brutal and inhuman 
treatment." 

On Aug. 28 they appealed to 
Democratic presidenf^ nom¬ 
inee Jimmy Carter f6r help 
and aimouTKed their planned 
hunger strike for Sept. 7.

Historians dispute the exact 
date of the fall of Rome — 
whether it was the day 
Odoacer’s troops proclaimed 
him king, the day Romulus 
abdicated, or the day the 
Roman senate asked eastern 
Emperor Zeno to name no 
new emperor for the west. 
They cannot even agree on 
what dates any of those his¬ 
toric events occurred. 

But most historians agree 
that by Sept. 7. 476, the 
Rurnan Empire was no more. ' 

With its inception in Julius | 
Caesar’s decision to cross the | 
Rubicon, the empira was bom 
in 27 B.C when the senate 
conferred upon Gaiu* Oc¬ 
tavius, avenger of. the assassi¬ 
nated Julius, the title of em¬ 
peror and names him Augus¬ 
tus Caesar. 

For two centuries, through 
both great and evil empexora, 
the grarxleur of Rome spread 
to the far comers of the 
earth. Its civilization beceune 
the cornerstone of modern 
culture. Its tongue provided 
the lexicon for contemporaiy 
western languages. 


The power of Rome was the 
greatest the world had known. 

Then, as the Roman Empire 
was celebrating its bicenten¬ 
nial, the Emperor Marcus 
Aurelius died and, as the his¬ 
torian Dio Cassius said, "the 
age of gold turned to rusty 
iron.” 

On New' Year’s Eve 406, the 
Vandals — a German trige — 
crossed the Rhine and 
launched a years-long cam¬ 
paign in which they ravaged 
Gaul (France) *nd Spain and 
later took Carthage to set up 
the fim independent German 
state within the Roman Em¬ 
pire. 

The last great invasion 
began in 455 fallowing the col¬ 
lapse of tlie empire of Attila 
in which Germanic hordes 


poured across the frontier to 
settle in Italy. One of them 
was a young man named 
Odoacher. ' 

Angered by the broken 
pramises of Rome, Odoacer 
and his followers launched the 


final revolt wiiich smashed 
Roman leadership and forced 
the deposition of Romulus Au¬ 
gustulus 1,300 years ago. 

The Roman EmtJdi^ be¬ 
longed to histoiy. The dark 
ages had begun.

"I Have asked for a copy 
and I have asked the depart¬ 
ment to take a serious look at 
pages 47 and 48 of the ques¬ 
tionnaire. It seems to me to 
be an invasion of privacy. 

“And I’m very concerned 
that some people have been 
able to use the questionnaire 
format for potential criminal 
activities.” 

Deprartment officials admit¬ 
ted earlier this week they had 
received Indications that un¬ 
authorized persons were seek¬ 
ing information on the oc¬ 
cupants of, homes for possi¬ 
ble burglary motives,. 

Mrs. McCarthy stressed 
that six months before she 
took office contracts for 1h® 
survey were signed with pay¬ 
ments to be made over the 
two budgetary periods. 

The first paymeT>t of $50,006 
was made last year. The sec¬ 
ond payment of $57,500 will ba 
made from this year’s budget. 

“I can say this, if I had 
been in office when this pro- 
Txjsal was first made wi^ a 
$100,000 budget I would have 
rejected it,” she said. “As it 
was, although the sun’ey 
wasn’t brought to my atten¬ 
tion until recently. I couldn’t 
have done much about it any¬ 
way. It was a decision of the 
former minister (Ernest Hall) 
not of the department.” 

She said she didn't disagree 
with the intent of the survey. 

“If w^ can find out where 
people spend their vacations,

^gn’t mean I agree with all 
the questions being asked. I 
don’t like them and I wrant a 
full report from the depart¬ 
ment.” 

The minister said she

the survey prior to yesterday. 

“I’m afraid that has hap¬ 
pened before,” she said. 
‘Taking over two depart¬ 
ments (travel and the provin- 
c i a 1 secretary portfolio) 
meant that there was a tre¬ 
mendous amount of catching- 
up to be done. I suppose com¬ 
munications weren’t all they 
should have been, but I had 
no way of knowing about th® 
survey until somebody 
brought It to my attention.” 

She said it wasn’t the first 
time “we’ve tripped over a 
report deHttvered to my desk.” 
The first was the famous re¬ 
port on the new provincial 
symbol ordered by the NDP,

“Reports like that ware 
commissioned by the previoii^ 
administration and there’s no 
way of finding out about them 
unless someone brings them 
to my attention.”

Another strike 
by cement union 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Ce¬ 
ment masons resumed strike 
action and re-established 
picket lines Wednesday as a 
construction industry shut¬ 
down continued. 

Union . srwkesman Frank 
Stevens had earlier warned 
that if the Constru<-tion I.Abor 
Relations A.ssociation, repi*e- 
senting about 850 B.C. con¬ 
tractors, went ahead with a 
lockout, cement masons 
would scrap a one-year pro¬ 
posed agreement and atrike 
for an 18-month contract. 

The lockout went ahead as 
scheduled, at 4 p.m. Friday, 


and as a result, the cement 
masons went on strike at 7 
a.m. Tuesday, Stevens said. ‘ 

He added that fewer sites 
would be picketed this time 
than on June 23, when the 
cement masons first went on 
strike this .summer, .shutting 
down about 40 projectB. Ste¬ 
vens said that this time, no 
more than 20 projects would 
be picketed. 

The a.RA said 52 billion* in 
construction had beeh shut, 
down in the lockout. About 
40,000 union workers are af¬ 
fected. 


NDP ferry report 
attacked as faulty 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Ona 
of three men in charge of a 
government report on B.C, 
P>nies said he fold Transport 
Minister Jack Davis to reject 
it. 

B.C. Ferries general man¬ 
ager Charles Gallagher, a 
member of the report’a steer¬ 
ing committee, said in an in¬ 
terview that Davis was cor¬ 
rect in calling the report su- • 
perficial and ignoring it when 
he decided to double ferry 
rates this- year. 

“I had said consistently that 
.the analysts tended to be un¬ 
certain because of extrapola¬ 
tions of the data," Gallagher 
said. "Some areas were in¬ 
complete. The data we got 
from government accounting 
was insubstantial." 

The report, commissioned 
by the former NDP govern¬ 
ment, discussed a 50-per-cent 
raise in ferry prices, but Gal¬ 
lagher said ‘this was strictly 
in reference to the economics 
of a shorter crossing route 
from Iona to Gabriola Island. 

He denied NDP leader Dave 
Barrett’s charge that ferry 
rate Increases would have 
been only 50 per cent .rather 
than the 100 per cent imposed 
by Davis In June had the So¬ 


cial Credit minister followed 
the report. 

"It’s all part of the game,” 
he said, when he was told 
Barrett had also charged that 
the Soeial Creddt government 
had suppressed the report for 
political reasons.

It suggested IIBO fines and 
three months in jail for in¬ 
decent exposure but only no¬ 
minal fines for streakers.

Garden Notes 


A'few weeks ago, while vi- 
sitiitg a friend’s garden, I was 
nest interested to see a very 
attractive bed planted up with 
an old favorite of mine, the 
annual garden balsam — Im> 
patiens balsamina — and I 
was impressed with the way 
the plant breeders have im¬ 
proved this charming old- 
fashioned flower. 

When I g^w the plant 
many years ago, its habit of 
growth was rather stiff, 
standing bolt upright like a 
little branchless tree, with 
just the one thickish, succu¬ 
lent stem and all the littie 
rosette flowers borne in the 
leaf axiiis. With all its charm, 
the little flowers were useless 
for cutting as they were 
almost stemless, and the only 
way my wife could use them 
for home decoration was to 
pidc off the dainty blossoms 
and float them In a bowl of 
water, much as we do with 
begonia blooms. 

modem annual balsam 
has lost its stiffness, making 
a branching plant like a little 


bush, with the flowers borne 
at the tips of the branching 
stems. These are altogether 
looser, more informal and 
more lovable. 

Checking in the George W*. 
Park seed catalogue - a fas¬ 
cinating treasure house for 
gardeners —« I wa.s amazed to 
find you can buy the seeds 
nowadays in a dozen differ¬ 
ent ‘ varieties and strains. 
There is the camellia-flowered 
balsam, the dwarf bush bal¬ 
sam, and Tom Thumb Extra 
Dwarf, no more than nine 
inches tall. 

Peppermint has red and 
white striped flowers, Sol- 
ferina bears double white 
blooms blotched with red. 
Balsam Princess Sakura is a 
giant Japanese hybrid stand¬ 
ing three feet tall and bearing 
large pink flowers with deep 
ruby throats and garnet sta¬ 
mens. Other colors available 
in the conventional balsams 
are rose, purple, scarlet, 
salmon, apple blossom piidc 
and crimson. 

The balsams are among the 
easiest of all annual flowers 


to grow. The seeds are fairly 
large and easy to handle, and 
they need no indoors or 
, under-glass start - all you do 
is simply bung ’em in the 
ground as soon as the ground 
warms up in the spring. 

The sturdy seedlings are up 
and growing in about ten 
days, and as long as they 
have reasonably fertile soil 
and a fair amount of moisture 
for their succulent stems, the 
plants grow like weeds, thriv¬ 
ing in either full sun or in 
partial or light shade. The 
dwarf ^nds also make inter¬ 
esting and easy housej^ants. 
and are in fact closely related 
to the beloved Busy Lizzie or 
Patience Plant. 

Everlastings are quite the 
"in” thing these days, espe¬ 
cially with the floral art ad¬ 
dicts, and to have these "im¬ 
mortelles” at their best for 
your winter bouquets and ar¬ 
rangements, the flowers 
should be cut in the halfopen 
bud stage and when the plants 
are perfectly dry and free 
from dew or rain. 

Tie them in small bunches 


and hang them, head do»wn. In 
a dry, airy place out of the 
sun. A comer of the kitchen 
will do if there isn’t too much 
steam from cooking, but 
avoid cupboards and clothes 
closets and such places where 
there Isn’t much alj* circula¬ 
tion, for the flowers tend to 
become mildewed. Personal¬ 
ly, I hfiuig mine from the 
garage rafters until the petals 
are dry and papery. All the 
leaves are stripped off the 
stems first. 

This simple method works 
with most of the common ev¬ 
erlastings such as Helichry- 
sum, AcTDlinium, Rhodanthe 
and Statice, but the Physalis 
•— Chinese Lanterns — need a 
little different treatment. 

The stems should be cut 
.iust as the "lanterns” turn 
orange or orange-scarlet, and 
should be kept in a vase cm* 
jar of water until the leaves 
take on a yellow tinge. TTien 
remove them from the water, 
st^ off the leaves and hang 
them up to dry as for the 
other kinds.

Our older son teleptfioned 
from IFranos one night last 
week to report that he and his 
/Wife had arrived saMy in 
London, crossed to Paris, end 
taken the train down to Tours, 
where they were presently in 
the home of Madam Joyeux, 
our FVench daughter-in-law’s 
mothri*. 

In Paris, he said, they had 
run into an unexpected event. 
There was a strange parade 
down the Champs Elysees; 
somehow it looked out oC-date, 
like a parade in an *old 
newsreel. There were jeeps 
filled with soldiers, and some 
of them l(x>ked like American 
soldiers he had seen In pic¬ 
tures of the Second World 
War. The famous txxdevard 
was thronged with cheering 
Frenchilen. What they were 
cetobrating, it turned out, was 
the Liberation of parts on 
Ai«. 26. 1944, the day (a mere 
coincidence) before my birth¬ 
day. 

If the throngs on the side¬ 
walks were cheering. It oc¬ 
curred to me. they must be el¬ 
derly, or middle-aged at least, 
since the Liberation of Paris 
— in fact the entire Allied vic¬ 
tory in the Second World War 
is but dimly perceived by 
the young as a distant and 
rath^ improbable episode, 
like some funky erfd movie 
starring Errol Flynn. Signe 
Hasso and Helmut Dantine. 

To tell the truth, the Libera¬ 
tion of Paris is not an event 1 
think of very often myself, 


even if it did occur, virtually, 
on my birthday. It is very 
hard to think of Paris as ever 
having been anything but 
free. However, by another of 
those coincidences in which 
we are foolishly prone to read 
an occult significance, I had 
already been reminded of the 
liberation on the same day 
that my eon and his wife 
were in Paris and saw the re¬ 
enactment. 

I had recently publish^ an, 
essay by a -French schoolgirl 
expressing her impressions of 
America, and in consequence 
had received a letter from 
Willis M. Hawkins of fiicino, 
Calif., enclosing a commence¬ 
ment address given at the 
University of Michigan last 
May by Francoise Giroud, 
French secretary of statg^ fw 
women. 

“Your French girl essay 
came at the same time that 
another French girl essay 
reached me,”-Hawkin8 wrote. 
"Whm these French girls 
leaim our language they are 
articulate indeed!’’ 

In her address to the gradu¬ 
ates Madame Giroud had re¬ 
called the liberation, and 
after my son phoned I went 
back to read that passage 
over: Before the war, she 
said first, the French had 
been proud and arrogant, 
thinking their literature the 
richest in the world, their 
past the most glorious, their 
women the most elegant. 
America was a nation of ge¬ 
nial boys, naive and boorish. 


who cheued gum, drank milk, 
were scared of their wives 
and had on}y one God: 
money. Then the Nazis came. 

"Our plight was such that 
this dark day of your history 
(Pearl Harbor) was for us a 
day of hope. How wewailted 
for you then, with what an- 
g u i s h . what Impatience! 
Those who live in a country 
tiiat has never been invaded 
cannot imagine it. 

"I was in jail, arrested by 
the Gestapo, on D-Day. when 
American troops set foot in 
Normandy . . . The news fled 
from cell tg cell. All those * 
who knew started shouting, 
for everyone to hear: ’They 
have landed! The Americans 
have landed!’ And immediate¬ 
ly blows and punishmoit 
started to fall like hail. But 
we felt nothing. You were 
there . . . France wms going to 
be f r e ed. . . 

"How France greeted the 
GIs I am iiire you have often 
heard about it. The exhilara¬ 
tion the Liberation, the 
happy excitement . . . chil¬ 
dren hailed you. men envied 
you . . . "ViyHi wei-e the heroes, 
the liberators, you were Good 
triumphing over Evil. 

"The TYench people of my 
generation will keep that 
mark forever, and vow you an 
eternal gratefulness. But for 
their children, artd especially 
for thear grandchildren, it is 
history. It is not their story. 

"Those w4K)m we called our 
liberators, they call imperial¬ 


ists. They are fascinated by 
America. They all drink Oood- 
Cola; they ail chew gum; 
they all wear T-shirts or 
sweatshirts bearing in block 
letters the names of American 
universities; they wear blue 
jeans morning, noon and 
night; in what ^ey call les 
snackes, thinking they speak 
English, they order hot dogk 
and hamburgers. . . .” 

But young Arperic^ns have 
more to offer, she said, than 
blue jeans, T-shirts and les 
snackes. "For th» whole 
world expects of your country 
a new Declaration of the 
Rights of Man, a new Moral 
Contract between the power¬ 
ful and the helpless, between 
the rich aiKl the poor, and 
even between men and 
women ... I remain con- 
fi^nt. Two hundred years 
after your Wiih, It is your re¬ 
birth, your Renaissance, that 
we are about to oelebrata 
soon. And then It will be ths 
true greening of Amerioa.” 

As Hawkins says, when they 
learn our language those 
French girls write good. 

I don’t expect to ponder any 
further coincidences that led 
me intt» this Gallic digression; 
hut at least I’ve got one good 
idea out of it. I expect to 
spend no more birthdays, like 
my last one, in gloomy self- 
examination. 

When the next one <nmef I 
hope to open a bottle of 
French champagne and drink 
to the Liberation and the Ren¬ 
aissance.

It is a historical fact that, 
throughout the history of the 
world, the liberties of pedple 
have much nwre often been 
threatened by the forces of 
"law and order” than by 
criminals. 

We easily forget this fset 
when we worry and complain 
about crime running rampant, 
and deonand that more power 
be put into the hands ot the 
various law-enforcement 
agencies. 

And it is richly ironic that 
the very .same people who are 
concerned about the growing 
influence of government over 
individual lives are the ones 
who are clamoring most loud¬ 
ly for increased police powers 
against law-breakers. 

Yet the quickest way to get 


a police state Is to give the 
police all the power they ask 
for. I would be much more 
worried about a police force 
that had too much power than 
about a criminal element that 
>r|is perhaps treated too gent¬ 
ly by the courts. 

Individual criminals can 
always be kept in relative 
control by a police force that 
is professionally tradned, well 
paid and free from corrupt 
political alliances. But a po¬ 
lice force cannot be kept in 
control once its authority has 
been broadened to a danger- 
^ ous degree. 

Any society has much less 
to fear from crime — or¬ 
ganized or unorganized — 
than from a ursurpation of 


power by its own law-enfor¬ 
cement agencies. Protecting 
evqn the worst criminals from 
unfair treatment la a amall 
' price to .pay tor avoiding the 
* great danger of police trans¬ 
gressions against the civil li¬ 
berties of all. 

This whole question of 
"handcuffing” the police by 
high court rulings Is a sm<rf<e- 
.screen to hide the obvious 
fact that the police would 
much prefer to have no re¬ 
straints on their power to 
badger, to harass, to intimi¬ 
date. to wiretap, to wring 
confessions out of suspects 
. without doing the hard work 
'that good police investigation 
calls for. 

The way to reduce crime 


substantially is not by giving 
the police more license, but 
by giving them more of 
* everything else: More pay, 
more professional pride, more 
independence from political 
pressures, more status, more 
serious technical training. 

We cannot make criminale 
any better, if they want to he 
criminals. But we can make 
policemen much better, as 
they do in England and a few 
other sensible countries. Iaw 
enfoi'cement, on the local 
urban level, is mostly a cheap 
racket today. When we are 
willing to pay enough to turn 
it into a respected occupati(m, 
then crime will no longer he 
scram pant — among the cri¬ 
minals, or among the police.

CIHOPLV, La. (UPI) - Ster¬ 
ling Evans is convinced his 
U,000-acre iiecan plantation 
tmee was owned by the man 
immortalized as a slave, 
beater in the book Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin. 

The whip-toting Simon Le- 
gree in Harriet Beevher 
Stowe’s j3re-Civil War novel 


was ftobert McAlpin, a hard- 
drinking old' bachelor Wiio 
boasted of having a fist tough¬ 
ened by beating slaves, Evans 
said. 

Mrs. Stowe, a 40-year-o4d 
mother "^of seven living in 
Maine when she wrote the 
bo ,k in 1952, said her stoiy, 
set in a Louisiana Red River 


plantation, was based on tine 
incidents. 

The 77-year-old Evans has 
built a replica of a one-room, 
windoW’less cabin beljeved to 
lie the last home of the slave 
. Tom. The original was' dis¬ 
mantled and hauled to the 
Chicago World’s Fair in 1893. 


Oldtimero in Natchitoches 
jjarish identified two gi-aves 
as those of lyicAlpin and his 
slave Tom. Evans had brass 
head markers placed on the 
two graves and surrounded 
them with wrou^t iron fenc- 




,in 1892 by D. B. Corley pro¬ 
vided proof that Evans’ home, 
tlie Little Eva Plantation, 
once was owned by the man 
who became Simon Legree.- 
Corley, the fiiat mayor of 
Abilene. Tex., came to South 
Natchitoches parish in 1892 to 
find the plantation alohg the 


Red River. His bixik ijuotes 
contemjxiraries of McAlpin 
who describe the slave owner 
in the same terms used by 
Mrs. Stowe to depict the ogre 
Legree. 

“He was always very cour¬ 
teous and gentlemanly in the 
presence of ladies, but his ex¬ 


traordinary cruelties to his 
slavey w^ere commonly talked 
about by both whites and 
blacks on the neighboring 
plantations,’’ said Corley’s 
book. 

Evans skid he admires 
Uncle Tom — both the slave 
created toy Mrs. Stowe and 


the real man she used as a 
model. 

“The negroes, they don't 
like Uncle Tom,” he said. 
“But to me he was one of the 
greatest characters of all 
time. 

“He helped bring on the- 
Civil War wliich hel|)ed bring 
on the end of slavery.”

The unidentified woman de- 
veloiied the strange craving 
at the age of 12 — and by 15 
could not beat the habit, file 
journal said. She now is 32. 

Dr. Peter Graham, of Co- 
huna, in southeastern Austra¬ 
lia. described it as “a most 
unusual case.” 


“M’hile at school, the pa¬ 
tient used to consume small 
quantities of blotting paper 
and sheets of exercise Ixioks,” 
Graham said in the journal. 

Graham said surgery was 
necessary because she had 
anemia caused by inadequate 
food intake. The nutritional 
deprivation was accompamed 
by constipation and pelvdc in¬ 
fection. 

After the operation, she had 
to be given three blood trans¬ 
fusions and is now completely 
recovered, Graham reported. 


Coroner steps aside 
over charges of bias 


VANDERH<X)F (CP) — 
(foroner Eric Turner told the 
B.C. attorney - general’s de¬ 
partment Wednesday he will 
not act as coitMier in the Sept. 
25 inquest into the death of 
Coreen Thomas because of ex¬ 
treme publicity and charges 
of bias. 

Turner confirmed in a tele- 
phcMie interview. that he was 
c(Mivicted of a criminal 
charge 11 years ago when a 
car he was driv’infe struck and 
killed a man about eight 
miles west of here. 

Newspaper files show'ed 
Turner was fined $25t) and 
costs June 2, 1963 by Magis¬ 
trate J. H. Kenney when he 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 


failing to remain at the scene 
of an accident. 

The charge was laid May 
27, 1965 by RCMP after Peter 
Shalley was found dead on the 
Highway 16 miles west of 
hero. 

Turner said that in light of 
the publicity raised by the 
issue and the charges of bias 
levelled by individuals, he will 
step down as coroner. 

“It has been an emotional 
drain and it is unfair to put 
my family through this strain. 
Office work has been falling 
behind and my house chores 
are behind. 

“Also, not having had such 
experience before, this partic¬ 
ular inquest would lie better 


handled by a more experi¬ 
enced coroner,” he said. 

Turner said he doesn’t know’ 
yet if he will continue ss 
coroner after the Thomas In¬ 
quest. 

The attorney-general’s de¬ 
partment said B.C.’s supervis¬ 
ing coroner, Glen McDonald, 
will preside over the inquest.

He said his party’s skid in • 
popularity began two or three 
months after it announced the 
compulsory wage and price 
c ontrols last October. 

He attributed this in part to 
his cabinet ministers turning 
their attention to other parlia¬ 
mentary matters, such as the 
government’s law-and-order 
legislation and the problems 
of the bilingualism program. 

There are indications that 
the ministers now’ will return 
to e.xplaining and defending 
(he controls program. The 
government already has an¬ 
nounced a $1.1-million adver¬ 
tising blit/ to emphasize the 
need for continuing restraint. 

While his government was 
"literally stomping on peo¬ 
ple’s expectations” now, Tru¬ 
deau spoke about his con¬ 
fidence that “the next decade

The Canadian Labor 
Congress and its smaller pro¬ 
vincial bodied will never be 
mistaken for Liberals.

Tn a bitter attack <»n the fi¬ 
nance minister’s latest move, 
federation president r.e<irge 
Johnston said the Oct. 14 
protest would be bolstered, 
but added: 

“There will be an even 
greater demonstration at the 
ne.xt federal election when the 
curtain will finally ring down 
on the Trudeau Liberal 
farce.” 

He accused Macdonald of 
playing “the fairy godfather 
to the giant corporations” 
while being oblivious to the 
needs of Canadian workers. 


The GLCs main resfKjnse 
has been that the government 
has given up entirely in its at¬ 
tempt to control prices. 

Larry Ryan, secretary of 
the 18,900-member Victoria 
Labor Council, said the price 
and w'age control f)n)gram 
had “lost whatever little cred¬ 
ibility it had” with Mac¬ 
donald’s announcement.

“The United States, for ex¬ 
ample, passed a law a while 
back placing restraints on the 
outflow of investment capital. 
Tf this can be done in Wash¬ 
ington, it can be done here,” 


“In fact the number of inqui¬

To cure the ills of 1976 she 
has launched a program to 
educate the industry to the 
folly of “the negative atti¬ 
tude.”

There are two kinds »>f har¬ 
dening of the arteries. One is 
a thickening of the middle 
layers of the artery walls. 
This would not produce dra-

matic symptoms because 
there is usually ample roam 
left for the blood to flow'. 

The other type, which you 
appa»’ently have, is the forma¬ 
tion of a substance (plaque) 
on the inner wall of the arte- 

» 


ries. These narrowings are 
more immediately serious be¬ 
cause they can cause an ob¬ 
struction and a sharp loss 
of circulation. Cramping and 
pain can result. Because you 
feel the effects during exer¬ 
cise (as in your walks) you 
probably have what Is called 
“intermittent claudication,” 
a fancy term that means the 
blood circulation is not good 
enough to take care <rf extra 
demands. 

The drug you mention is to 
relax the blood vessels. There 
is .some controversy about its 
effe<*tiveness. The proof is in 
the results. If it helps, fine. If 
not, there are other 
drugs that can be tried.

Wardill two weeks ago le¬ 
vied a fine of 5251) against 
Belknap, the superintendent 
of child welfare for the prov¬ 
ince, saying that as the judge 
interpretted the Juvenile De¬ 
linquent Act, Belknap was the 


official guardian of the boy. 
who is a ward of the human 
resources department. The 
Judge, ruled that Belknap, as 
guaifiian. failed to provide 
due care for the Juvenile boy. 
wh(f had admitted charges of 
breaking and entering and » ar 
theft. 

The judge said at the time 
that he took the action be- 
caus4l he, along with other 
court officials in the provu^e, 
were "fed up” with lack of fa¬ 


cilities h)r Juvenile offenders 
wh > w ere repeat offenders. 

Belknap took i)ersonal deli- 
ver>' of the boy from sheriff’s 
officers, who were ordered by 
the judge to hand the boy to 
the superintendent in his Vic¬ 
toria office. The boy has since 
been placed in a Victoria 
foster home.

Alberni sticking to plan 
for airport referendum 


PORT ALBERNI Ad¬ 
vise d by the Albemi- 
Clayoquot Regional District of 
its inability to undertake the 
matter, the city of Port Alber¬ 
ni will proceed with its origi¬ 
nal plan to hold a public ref- 
piendum concuirent with this 
November’s civic elections on 
whether to proceed with plans 
for creation of an airjwrt to 
serv’e the Alberni area. 

The regional district had be¬ 
come involved when city 
council, itself almost hope- 
le.ssly deadlocked on the 
issue, had referred the idea of 
a referendum to it because 
the property being considered 
lor the airjwrt site lies outside 
the city proper. 

The district told this week’s 


council meeting that it was 
<‘ontrary to deftartment of 
municipal affairs bylawrs for 
any I'egional district to hold a 
refendum on a matter on 
which it did not have definite 
cost figures for both current 
and future expenses. 

The only figures shown at 
this point for the profx^ed 
airport are those tender^ for 
land acquisition, some 
S141.000, and the available 
grant from the fwleral gov¬ 
ernment toward construction. 
S225.000. 

When the district’s stand 
wa.s read to council, it was 
pointed out by Aid. Mark Ive- 
zich that there remained in 
former council minutes a mo¬ 
tion to ha\*e the city hold the 
referendum itself. 


Mayor Howard McLean 
confirmed tiiis fact wit|| the 
city clerk George Wiley, then 
called the question on a mo¬ 
tion to simply receive and 
note the letter from the dis¬ 
trict. 

Wiley was then instructed to 
proceed with the necessary' 
drafting of the referendum be¬ 
fore the Oct. 1 deadline. 

Council will still have to 
tieal with the wwding and 
Ijresentation by advertising of 
the referendum to the public 
after this date. It is expected 
that this process will lead to a 
return of the bitter debate 
which has raged since June 
over the airport issue at sev¬ 
eral council meetings.

NANALMO RCMP here 
have begun what is termed a 
full-«oale crackdown oi> traf¬ 
fic infractions with a view’ to 
reducing traffic accidents, in¬ 
juries and death.

Police say the number of 
traffic accidents here is “way 
out of proportion” with the 
population and the volume of 
traffic in the area and the 
crackdown was undertaken to 
remedy the situation. 

Over the l^bor Day week¬ 
end, police issued 150 traffic 
violation notices, the bulk of 
w hich were given to those 
caught for speeding. That fig-- 
lire compared with slightly 
more than 500 tickets issued 
through the entire month of 
August. 

Police say the crackdown 
will continue on an intensive 
basis “until Nanaimo drivers 
learn they must obey the reg¬ 
ulations set out in the motor 
vehicle act and in local 
bylaws.”

Sergio Garcia Remfrez, 
deputy government secretary 
in charge of the federal pris¬ 


ons. said the men at Santa 
Malta prison and women at 
Los Reyes were elated by 
Mexican plans to grant 
paroles to drug offenders 
after they have completed 
three-fifths of their sentences.

It was goodbye to Caesars

ROME (UPI) — TTie gran¬ 
deur that was Rome lay in 
ruins. 

Barbarian hordes swept 
south, pillaging and plunder¬ 
ing the wealth and lands 
which had been ruled and pro¬ 
tected by Roman legions for 
500 years. 

Then, in late summer 476, a 
43-year-old German named 
Odoacer proclaimed himself 
king of Italy after deposing 
the last western Roman ruler,

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Romulus Augustulus, and 
sending him Into retiiement in 
the countryside. 

Thus 1,500 years ago, the 
Roman Empire, which had 
once stretched from the 
Highlands of Scotland to the 
Tigris and Euphrates rivers, 
had fallen. 

HistLH'ians dispute the exact 
date of the fall of Rome — 
whether it was the day 
Odoacer’s tnxjps proclaimed 
him king, the day Romulus 
abdicated, or the day the 
Roman senate asked eastern 
Emperor Zeno to name no 
new emperor for the west. 
They cannot even agree on 
what dates any of those his¬ 
toric events occurred. 

But most historians agree 
that by Sept. 7, 476, the 
Roman Empire was no more. 

With its inception in Julius 
Caesar’s decision to cross the 
Rubicon, the empire was ibom 
in 27 B.C when the senate 
conferred upon Gaius Oc¬ 
tavius, avenger of the assassi¬ 
nated Julius, the title of eni- 
peror and names him Augus¬ 
tus Caesar. 

For two centuries, through 
both great and evil emperors, 
the grandeur of Rome spread 
to the far comers of the 
earth. Its civilization became 
the cornerstone of modem 
culture. Its tongue provided 
the lexicon for contemporary 
western languages. 


The power of Rome was the 
greatest the world had known. 

Then, as the Roman Empire 
was celebrating its bicenten¬ 
nial, the Emperor Marcus 
Aurelius died and, as the his¬ 
torian Dio Cassius said, “the 
age of gold turned to rusty 

iitMi.” 

On New Year’s Eve 406, the 
Vandals — a German trige — 
crossed the Rhine and 
launched a years-long cam¬ 
paign in which they ravaged 
Gaul (France) and Spain and 
later took Carthage to set up 
the first independent German 
state within the Roman Em¬ 
pire. 

The last great invasion 
began in 435 following the col* 
lapse of the empire of Attila 
in which Germanic fiordes 


poured across the frontier to 
settle in Italy. One of tlrem 
was a young man ncuned 
Odoacher. 

Angered by the broken 
promises of Rome, Odoacer 
and his followers launched the 


final revolt which smashed 
Roman leadership and forced 
the deposition of Romulus Au¬ 
gustulus 1,5(X) years ago. 

The Roman Empire be¬ 
longed to history. The dark 
ages had begim. 
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Gourmet meals, eloquently

The Royal Oak Conceined 
Citizens committee will be but 
in force at a meeting tonight 
of the Capital Region Board 
to air strong deposition to a 
Saanich proposal to expand 
its industrial area to 120 
acres. 

Lawrence Cook, spokesman 
for the group, said Tuesday 
that if the B.C. Land Commis¬ 
sion allowed the board to add 
70 acres to the industrial zone 
it “will be a bunch of hypo¬ 
crites.’’ 

The commission must ap¬ 
prove removing the land from 
the agricultural land reserve. 

Cook said his group had re¬ 
ceived a letter from the com¬ 
mission saying it wouldn’t 
consider rezoning unless it 
was proven the land is not 
pinductive. 

The land. Cook said, has 
been graded. No. 2 — highly 
productive land. 

Group representatives will 
attend tonight’s meeting to 
voice their deep concern over 
the municipality’s proposal. 

Immediately following the 
board meeting, Cook and 
other representatives of the 
citizens’ group will arrange 
plans for a mass public meet¬ 
ing. 

“We will be placing all de¬ 
tails before the meeting and 
be planning further battle 
plans.” Cook said. 

Aldermen will be invited to 
attend along with Mayor Ed 
Lum. P'ailure of elected of¬ 
ficials to attend will be 
viewed seriously, Cbok said. 

Cook said m^st erf the land 
in the proposed industrial 
■area is owmed by speculators. 

“When they bought the land 
it sold from anywhere from 50 
cents to ^.50 a foot. If it’s 
zoned for industrial !>ark it 
will sell for $8.50 to $10 a foot.

Victoria city council will de¬ 
cide this month w'hether to in¬ 
troduce a bylaw that would 
require municipal elections 
every two years, rather than 
every year. 

M a y.o r Michael Young 
asked city courtoil Tuesday to 
consider the proposal and dis¬ 
cuss it with other municipal 
officials at the convention of 
the Union of B.C. Municipal¬ 
ities in Vancouver later this 
month. 

Young said he could see no 
real obstacle to biennial elec¬ 
tions. 

If council decides to change 
to elections every two years, 
the four vacancies to be filled 
in the November civic elec¬ 
tions would be for one year 
only. 

In 1977, the entire council 
would be up for re-election for 
a two-year term. 

Young cited only one possi¬ 
ble disadvantage to biennial j 
elections. 

An entire council, he said, 
could conceivably be defeat¬ 
ed, but “in that case, they 
deserve what they get,” the 
mayor added. 

Among the advantages of 
holding municipal elections 
every two years only, Young 
said, w'as a possible increase 
in public interest in civic elec¬ 
tions. 

Heightened voter interest 
might result from the fact 
that every election would in¬ 
clude a mayoralty contest and 
that “elections don’t happen 
all the time,” the mayor said. 

Until 1974, the B.C. munici¬ 
pal act required annual mu¬ 
nicipal elections but since 
then legislation has been 
passed enabling municipal¬ 
ities to hold biennial elections. 

Vancouver, which operates 
under a city charter, has had 
biennial election* since 1966 
and, according to Vancouver 
city clerk Douglas Little, an 
entire city council had never 
been defeated in one election. 

But even if it did happen, it 
w'ould make no difference. 
Little .said, citing provincial 
elections as an example.

Hsinhua said Mao's 
death was due to “the 
worsening of his illness 
and despite all treatment, 
although meticulous medi¬ 
cal care was given him in 
every way ^ter he fell 
ill.” 

Mao’s death is expected 
to intensify a power strug¬ 
gle within the (Chinese 
hierarchy. 

He never named a 
single figure as his favor¬ 
ite to succeed him, prefer¬ 
ring to speak in general 
abbut the qualities the 
next leader must have. 
But he initiated the action 
in the spring of 1976 that 
made Premier Hua Fuo- 
feng his heir apparent.

'I'he i>ublic is getting a little 
moi e sophisticated about buy¬ 
ing crafts. The same old thing 
thrown together on the kitch¬ 
en table just won’t do any¬ 
more. 

“It’s a lot harder to flog 
had r>ottery than it was,” ac¬ 
cording to Yetta Lees, direc¬ 
tor of the Circle Craft Centre 
which o|>ens its doors to the* 
iiublir Saturday. And me- 
(lioci'e leatherworkers are 
having similar trouble. 

Ms. Lees won’t admit it out¬ 


right, but the demand for 
higher standards among Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver con¬ 
sumers is likely thanks to the 
Circle Craft Co-operative and 
its offiliate society. 

The co-operative, just three 
years old, organizes major 
craft fairs and e?diibits in 
both Vancouver and Victoria, 
including last spring’s Habitat 
show. 

But refining the public’s 
'.standards really isn’t what 
Circle Graft is-all about. It’s 
as much dollars and cents as 
showing provincial artisans 


how to build a better toy or 
find local wool suppliers. 

“Our primary aim is help¬ 
ing people to make a living 
out of crafts,” said Ms^ Lees, 
who at one time eked out a 
living by block-printing cloth¬ 
ing before finding her most 
marketable talent was as an 
organizer. 

Probably more B.C. ai- 
tisans are making a living 
now' than when Cricle Craft 
started, but just How many of 
its 500 members are above 
the breadline remains a mys¬ 
tery.

Plans for the rezoning have 
triggered some opposition 
from area residents, particu¬ 
larly in the Royal Oak dis¬ 
trict, but Saanich Aid.

Circle Craft collects a 
straight 20-[>er-cenl commis¬ 
sion on all sales -- far less 
tJian the 100 per cent needed 
by most retailers to coyer 
o^ihead. It was this marku]». 
according to Ms. Lees, which 
held back the crafts market. 
Too little could be sold at 
those prices. 

•Aside from the galleiy 
space, the laiilding’s principal 
feature is its rc'ource c-entre. 
which makes available all 
kinds of information related 
to crafts. And it’s this infor¬ 
mation, says Ms. Lees, which 
makes Circle Craft partitu- 
larly attractive to artisans ’m 
the interior or the north. 

“When you liv'e in Victoria 
or Vancouver and you need to 
know somethin.g aboCit dyes, 
all you have to do is phone 
around and maybe after 13 
calls you’ll find out what you 
need but you can’t do that in 
the Kootenays,” slie said.

“And that would be a great 
day," .she added. 


A “serious health problem” 
caused by sewage leaking into 
Esquimalt Lagoon from a 
76-Iot subdivision will be re¬ 
solved by collecting the sew¬ 
age from all the homes and 
releasing it in the ocean 
through one outfall.

The cost of the project has 
not yet been determined. 

If the provincial Pollulic.n 
Control Branch approves the 
region’s ’ application for the 
proposed outfall, construction 
charges will be levied against 
the 76 property, owners on a 
local-improvefnent basis. 

The advisability of building 
more sewer outfalls was also 
questioned at some other 
point (Juring the meeting. 

When the directors ap¬ 
proved the spending of $27,000 
for a study on how *to best 
flisT)ose of sewage in Sooke, 
.Saanich Aid. Severson 

said the regional board should 
consider other means of sew'- 
aee disposal. 

But chairmrHn James Camp¬ 
bell replied that there weren’t 
loo manv ortions. He told the 
board that 90 ner cent of the 
sewage consisted of water; 
the remaining 10 per rent w’as 
solid waste and could be ei¬ 


ther diluted and released with 
th^ water, or be treated. 

Young said if landlocked 
cities such as Saskatoon or 
Winni|>eg could treat their 
sewage and dispose of it by 
means other than releasing it 
in the ocean, Victoria could 
do the same thing. 

Campbell replied that agri¬ 
cultural are§s such as Win¬ 


nipeg could use solid waste 
for fertilizer, but even tiiere, 
“they have to pay farmers to 
take it and use it as fertiliz¬ 
er.” 

Greater Victoria, said 
Campbell, had really no 
choice but to dump its sewage 
in the ocean: the only option 
was to treat it before doing 
so.

Rental charges for allot¬ 
ment gardens in Greater Vic¬ 
toria will be higher next year, 
gardens manager Dick Kee- 
pence said Wednesday. 

Keepence, who manages the 
gardens for the provincial ag¬ 
riculture department, said he 
had no idea w'hat the new 
charge will be. 

He s^id that costs every¬ 
where were rising—gasoline, 
fertilizer, w’ater, labor. 

The new ratw will be es¬ 
tablished by Agriculture ^Dn- 
ister Don Phillips. “But,” 
Keepence adds, “it will still 
be the best bargain going.” 

The current rental charge. 
$10 a year, was established 
four years ago by the Na¬ 
tional Capital Region in Otta¬ 
wa, where the growing season 
is seven months at most. 
Here, the allotments can be 
used year - round for some 
crops. 

Average yield for one of 
Victoria’s allotment gardens 
is $200 to $300 worth of pro¬ 
duce a year. Each allotment 
site has at least one demon¬ 
stration garden, personally 
cared for by Keepence. The 
demonsU'ation gardens yield 
at least $400 worth of vegeta¬ 
bles and fruit. 

Keepence picked up his gar¬ 
dening experience in Britain, 
where allotment gardening, 
he says, “is a way of life.” 

He attended horticultural 
college in England, and was 
on the executive committees 
of local Briti^ allotment gar¬ 
dens. His home town of Car¬ 
diff in Wales has 163 acres of 
allotments. • 

Keepence designed the pro¬ 
vincial government’s allot¬ 
ment garden system for both 
Victoria and the mainland. 


'Ihe five allotment sites in 
Victoria are at Kent Road, 
leased from the highways de¬ 
partment; Kenneth and Agnes 
Streets, leased from the 
Greater Victoria School 
Board; Gordon Head Road, 
leased from the Catholic 
Church, and Wilkinson Road, 
privately cAvned by a resident 
on Wilkinson- and leased to the 
agriculture der>artmenl. 

The first allotment gardens 
in Greater Victoria were es¬ 
tablished in 1974 at Wilkinson 
and Kent roads. The other lo¬ 
cations followed in .19'75. 
Today tiiere are 562 garden 
lots in Greater Victoria. 'Since 
some of the lots are shared, 
they feed more than 562 fami¬ 
lies. 

The agriculture department 
gives Keepence five student 
helpers for the summer, until 
August 31. Now there is no 
one to -supervise the gardens 
but himself. 

‘Tm left with 22 acres ol 
rampantly growing garden 
sites,” he said. “A thousand 
jobs need doing. I could do 
with tw*© fulltime helpers.” 

Keepence gives aw'ay the 
extra vegetable yield from his 
demonstration gardens to 
other allotment gardeners or 
to community sendees. 
^^'ednesday morning he gave 
35 jxiunds of squash, *20 
IxHinds of pumpkins and 40 
pounds of beets to Silver 
Threads, a non-profit group 
that provides hot meals and 
other services fo;r the elderly. 

Keepencf believes that the 
gardens have been a boon to 
the elderly. 

“There are two reasoas to 
hav'e a garden — food and 
e.xercise. IVorking the soil 
brings them back to life.”

files Belknap^ appeal 
claims judge erred 


Official notice of ajjpeal lias 
been filed by die provincial 
g )\’emment, on behalf of Vic¬ 
tor Belknap against a decision 
by Nanaimo Juvenile Court 
judge Stan Wardill. 

Wardill two weeks ago lo- 
\ied a fine of $250 against 
Belknap, tne superintendent 
of child welfare for the prov¬ 
ince, saying that as the Judge 
iniei*preted the Juvenile De¬ 
linquent Act, Belknap was the 
official guaixliarr of the boy, 
wbo is a waixi of the human 
resources department. The 
judge ruled that Belknap, as 
guardian, failed' to provide 
due care for the juvenile boy. 
who had admitted charges of 
breaking and entering and car 
theft. 

The judge said at the time 
that he took the action be¬ 
cause he, along with other 
court officials in the province, 
was “fed up” with lack of fa¬ 
cilities for juvenile delinquents 
who were repeat offender. 

Belknap took personal deli- 
vnry of the Ixiy from sheriff’s 


officers, who uere ordered by 
the judge to hand the boy to 
the superintendent in his Vic¬ 
toria office. The boy has since 
been placed in a Victoria 
loster home. 

In the notice of aijpeal, filed 
in B.C. Supreme Court regis¬ 
try in Nanaimo Wednesday, 11 
main points were set out in 
which the province is basing 
it.-; ap*)eal. 

It contends that Judge W'ar- 
(i.il erred in finding that Bel¬ 
knap, in his jiersonal capacity, 
W'as a parent or guardian of 
the child, that Wardill erred 
in finding that the provisions 
of the Children’s Protection 
Act fastened any responsi- 
to Belknap, that Bel- 


Icnap hcljied in the commission 
of an ^fence and that, he 
erred in finding that Belknap 
had any duty to exercise due 
care of the juvenile. 

Further, the notice says, the 
judge erred by committing 
tlie custody of the child to 
Belknap, that the fine should 
not have been levied against 
Belknap without Belknap being 
given the opportunity to l>e 
'irfl ’ll oourt and that the 
judge erred in failing to deter¬ 
mine whether Belknap had 
been notified of the intention of 
the court to order him fBel- 
knap) to pay the fine and dam¬ 
ages and that an error w'as 
c.unmitted in ordering Bel¬ 
knap to pay restitution.

It also contends tlial Bel¬ 
knap was denied tlie opportuni¬ 
ty to answer or defend the 
allegations against him and 
that Belknap was denied natu¬ 
ral justice. 

The application to appeal 
Wardlll’s rulings will be heard 
in B.C. Supreme Court here 
Friday before Mr. Justice 
Alan McFarlane. 

A date for the apiieal itself 
to be heard wuuld be set 
later, depending on the out¬ 
come of the hearing Friday. 

Belknap, meanwhile, has 
paid the fine and the $50 resti¬ 
tution for damages committed 
during a break-in of the Sal¬ 
vation Army Ivistcl here Aug. 
26, an offence admitted by the 
. j'-enile. 

The notice also maintains 
that the judge erred in law b> 
ordering festltutlon paid to 
the Salvation Army, contend¬ 
ing that there is no such legal 
person, that there is no statu- 
a’Jthority to Impose resti¬ 
tution and that the order w'as 
In excess of the judge’s aii-
